EX-SENATOR SPENCER HEARD 
FROM AT LAST. 

HE LEADS THE OFFICERS A WILD-GOOSE 
CHASE FROM NEW-YORK TO CALIFORNIA 
AND BACK AND GOES TO CANADA. 

Wasaineton, Dec. 12.—The reappear- 
ance of ex-Senater George E. Spencer in New- 

York State revives interest in his connection 

With the pending star route trial. Mr. Spen- 

cer has made a statement, which has been 

telegraphed to this city for publication. It is 
said that he is now at Champion, a town in 

Jefferson County, where he was born. The 

important part of his statement is the asser- 

tion that he did not run away from the 
star route trial last Summer, but that 

Mr. George Bliss told him to go, 

There are some errors in the telegraphed 

statement, which may have been made Ly 

the person who wrote it. For example, Mr. 

Spencer is quoted as having said that he re- 

mained in this city throughout the first trial, 

and that it was not until after the end of that 
trial that he was told he could go, It is not 
probable that Mr. Spencer said anything of 
the kind, for everybody knows he disappeared 
before the Government had put in all of its 
evidence. When the Government wanted his 
testimony it could not find him, He disap- 
peared before the defense had begun to put 
in its case. The assertion that Mr. Bliss 
told him to go has been made in this city by 
other persons since he departed. It is an as- 
sertion which attracts attention because Mr. 

Bliss is the Government’s prosecutor and be- 

cause Mr. Bliss filed with the ceurt the affida- 

davit upon which process was issued for Mr, 


ag sete arrest as an absconding witness, 
Mr. George Bliss emphatically says that Mr. 
Spencer lies if he asserts that he (Bliss) tuld 
nim he could go. Mr. Bliss said to THE 
Times’s correspondent to-day that Mr. 
Spencer never had any _ conversation 
with him about going away, but an- 
other person approached him, coming, 
as he beliaved, from Mr. Spencer, and asked 
that the Government should let him go. Mr. 
Bliss says that he declined to do anything of 
the kind. He had reason to believe, as he 
afterward set forth in his affidavit, that Mr. 
Spencer couid give valuable testimony, and he 
could not give him permission to leave the 
city. Even if Mr. Spencer had asserted that 
he could not give such testimony, he could 
not have jet him go, for it would then have 
been said that he had _ been instru- 
mental in suppressing evidence. After 
that application had been made he 
heard no more about Mr. Spencer until he 
learned that be had gone. ‘‘I afterward dis- 
covered,’’ said Mr. Bliss, ‘‘ that Spencer went 
to New-York and then to Omaha. I heard of 
bim as being at Omaha. His friends here as- 
sured me that he would return and testify ifa 
telegram weresent for him. I telegraphed, 
saying that process had been issued for him, 
And that the process would not be served if 
news should come that within a specified time 
he had started to return to this city. I received 
no reply. The process was sent and anattempt 
was made to serveit. From that time until 
about two monthsago we heard nothing of Mr. 
Spencer, although officers of the law were 
searching for him. Then we heard that he 
was at Osceola, where he has mines, not far 
from Cherry Creek, Nev. We also heard of 
him in Minnesota. An officer of the Post 
Office Department saw Spencer in Leadville, 
but he did not know that the Government 
wanted him. Spencer then said he was going 
to Denver. The department officer afterward 
heard that a process was out for Spen- 
cer, and he tried to find him in, 
Denver, but in vain. Agents of the Govern- 
ment have been looking for him as far away 
as San Diego, Cal. Spencer came East trom 
Chicago about two weeks ago, and we have 
been told that he came on the same train with 
one of the most prominent of the counsel 
for the defendants in this case. Since that 
time he has been in New-York. We have 
seen persons who have talked with him, but 
we have been unable to get hold of him. One 
person reports that he saw him in this cify on 
Sunday last. Unfortunately for Mr. Spencer 
there is a letter in existence, written by hima 
to a friend in this city from Omaha, Neb., 
soon after he absconded, in which appears his 
own statement of the reasons which led him 
to go. That letter does not agree with the 
story he tells now.”’ 

Mr. Bliss received during this conversation 
two reports from officers of the Government 
employed in Nevada for the purpose of find- 
ing Spencer. These reports abounded in de- 
tails, and indicated that the missing 
witness, by the uid of his friends, has 
led the Government’s agents on a 
wild goose chase from one Territory to 
pnother, end from California to New-York. 
Mr. Bliss says Spencer will be found if trust- 
worthy and intelligent agents can find him 
and that he will be given an opportunity, not 
only to answer to the court for his contempt, 
but also to tell what he knows upon the wit- 
ness stand. Bearing in mind Mr. Spencer’s 
yourse in this matter, Mr. Bliss thinks that 
what he will say upon the witness stand may 
not be of any service to the Government, but 
it will be shown that he told several prominent 
men about the circumstances which it was be- 
lieved he would relate in court. If he has now 
forgotten those stories, the prominent men to 
whom he told them have not forgotten them. 

The fight of the star route defendants 
against Judge Wylie has reached the House of 
Representatives and has been manifested there 
by the introduction of an extraordinary bill 
by Mr. George C. Hazelton, Representative 
from the Third -District of Wisconsin and 
Chairman of the Committee on Pacific Rail- 
roads. This bill, which may be regarded 


as a  curivsity by members of the 
Bar, provides, “That if any party 
to any cause pending in the Circuit 


Court or the Criminal Court, or any term 
of the Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia, or in any proceedings therein, shall at 
any time before the trial or hearing of such 
cause or proceeding make or file an affidavit 
therein that he or she believes that the Judge 
holding such court, or term of said court, is so 
prejudiced that such party cannot have a fair 
and impartial trial or judgment, the said 
Judge shall not hear or try said cause or pro- 
ceeding, and the same shall be thereupon post- 

med until another Judge of said court shall 

assigne! by the General Term to hold said 
term of court or to try or hear said cause or 
hearing” It is further provided that if the 
party be absent, or if a corporation, the agent 
or attorney may make the affidavit, and that 
mo cause shall be postponed more than twice 
pn account of such prejudice. 

A little incident in the court proceedings to- 
flay has attracted some attention. Rerdell, 
who was convicted at the first trial, tried to 
chailenge a juror whom the other defendants 
were willing to accept. it has been said that 
Rerdell came to the conclusion after the first 
trial that his fellow-defendants did not care to 
do much for him. ! 

It is reported to-night that evidence has been 
laid before the new Grand Jury in relation to 
the course pursued by Brady’s afternoon organ 
during the recent trial.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12, 1882, 
The Duke of Newcastle, accompanied by the 
Secretary of State, called upon the President 
to-day just before Cabinet meeting. 
The Cabinet meeting to-day was of short 


duration and was mainly devoted to consider- 


ing a report to be made to.Congress by the 
Secretary of War on the subject of the last 
River and Harbor bill. 

The House Appropriation Committee this 
morning adopted the report of the sub-Com- 
mittee on the Military Academy bill. It ap- 
propriates $305,000, which is $31,700 less than 
appropriated for the current year. 

It is believed by those who are closely watch- 
ing the course of legislation concerning civil 
service reform that the Pendleton bill is gain- 
ing ground in the Senate. It will have the de- 
termined support of a number of Republicans 
who have conferred with each other upon the 
subject. 

Representative C. M. Shelley, of Alabama, 
has filed with the First Controller a statement 
of his claim for compensation as a Represent- 
ative in Congress, for an opinion as to his 
Tight in the premises. Mr. Shelley’s claim 1s 
that as the successor of Mr. Smith, to fill the 
vacancy caused by the latter’s death, he is 
entitled to be’ paid asa member of the House 
from May 12, 1882, the date of Smith’s death.

standard silver and gold coins of the United 
States in the markets of the world shall be 
otherwise secured, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall cause to be coined only such number 
of the standard silver dollars, authorized by 
the act of Feb. 28, 1878, as may be required to 
supply the demand for actual circulation, in 
lieu of the minimum coinage provided by that

PARDON OF COL. ALSTON’S SLAYER. 
ccccleetaacead 
EXCITEMENT IN ATLANTA OVER THE RE- 
LEASE OF COX, 

ATLANTA, Dec, 12.—A rumor was afloat to- 
day that the pardon of Edward Cox, slayer of Col. 
R. A. Alston, by Gov. Stephens yesterday was done 
for political effect. The substance of the allega- 
tion is that Senator Brown intends soon to resign 
office, and that Stephens desires to succeed him. 
The majority of the present Legislature being in 
favor of the pardon ef Cox, Gov. Stephens wished 
to please them, and therefore liberated the pris- 
oner. The pardonis the sensation of the hour, 
and little else is taiked of to-day. The murder for 


which Cox was sent to the penitentiary for 
life was the result of a dispute with 
Col. Alston over a lease of convicts, about 
2 o’clock on Tuesday afternoon, March 11, 
1879. The two men subsequently metin the office 
of State Treasurer Renfroy, and the difficulty was 
renewed. Col. Alston said: “ Mr. Cox, I do not 
want to have any difficulty with you about this 
matter, and there is no need forit. Let us drop it 
now. It willdo you no good to kill me, and do 
me no good to kill you; not a bit in the world.” 

Cox persisted, however, and invited Alston out 
of doors to fight. Alston declined and said he 
wanted no difficulty. Cox replied, it is said, that 
he should have one. Alston said that if he must 
he supposed he would have to, und he asked Cox 
if he wanted to begin right there. Cox replied 
that was as good a place as any. He went to the 
door and shut it. He then turnedand walked back 
toward Alston and simultaneously the two men 
drew and began firing. The firing was very rapid. 
Alston used a self-cocking revolver and Cox used a 
powerful swamp angel. One of Alston’s balls 
struck Cox in the month and tore away several 
teeth. Cox dodged Alston's shots, and finally 
Alston exhausted his weapon, and when he paused 
Cox arose and fired his second shot, the ball pene- 
trating Alston’s right temple, about an inch from 
the level with the eye. It ranged through the 
brain and lodged uncer the scalp at the back of 
the head. Col. Aiston reeled, fell, and bled pro- 
fusely. At 6:45 Col. Alston expired. 

On the news of the pardon reaching Decatur, a 
suburban village of this city, where Mrs. Cox has 
lived in great privation since the incarceration of 
her husband, she was serenaded by a local band 
and received many other tokens of rejoicing.

CLEVELAND, Dec. 12.—A dispatch from

The 80 students of Adelbert College who left the 
school because the Faculty expelled the Junior 
Class for celebrating * Tempus” against their pro- 
hibition on Thanksgivirg evening have asked to be 
taken back. This morning they attended prayers, 
and without first appearing to the Faculty for per- 
mission, went to their recitation-rooms, but were 
refused admission until each student had presented 
himself to President Cutler asking a reinstatement 
and offering an apology for his disobedience of 
rules. Many students have done this, and will be 
taken back to-morrow, but the demand was too 
humiliating for some and they have gone home. 
The Junier Class have written letters of apology 
also, and will probably be taken back conditionally.

A MUNICIPAL TAX DECISION. 
LovIsviILLez, Dec. 12.—A test case was de- 


eided by Judge Edwards to-day which has an 
important bearing on the question of municipal 


taxation. Last April the City Council 
passed ar ordinance intended to _per- 
fect the methods of assessment under 


the then existing law. The opinion was held bya 
great many persons that this aot was a practical 


repeal of all prior legislation on the sub- 
ject, and that taxation other than as pro- 
vided by this act was illegal. To settle 


the question, an agreed case was made involv- 
ing the question whether merchandise on 
which a license tax has been paid, is lable 
to be also taxed for school purposes, 
for city improvements, and to pay interest 
on the city bonds. Judge Edwards decides 
that the act of April, 1882, was not a repeal of any 
prior act, and that the city has authority to make 
assessments for the purposes named at any time of 
the year. The case was immediately appealed, 
and will be pushed through the courts and settled 
at once,

most unblushing frauds committed in nine-tenths 
of the polls in the city. Three of the Commission- 
er3 of E'ection in the Third Ward have been indict- 
ed by the Federal Grand Jury for fraudulently 
counting for the Hon, Carleton Hunt, the Demo- 
cratic Congressional candidate, votes actually cast 
for Albert C. Baning, Independent. Other indict- 
ments will follow, and there is such an array of evi- 
dence in the case that conviction seems ineviiable.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 





PROVISIONS AND CORN ACTIVE—INFLUENCE 
OF THE RAILWAY WAR. 

CuicaGco, Dec. 12,—The leading produce 
markets were fairly active to-day, the several 
leaders being provisions and. corn, and both were 
lower, while wheat fell off a little in sympathy. 
Oats were higher, early rye stronger, and barley 
weak. The receipts of hogs were large, and of 
grain fair in volume. Provisions were aetive and 
weak; pork declined 2014 to 25 cents, and closed 15 
cents below the latest prices of Monday. Lard 
fell back 744 to 10 cents, and closed at 5 
to 74 cents lower. than the previous 
day, while meats sold down only 5 cents on 
futures, but closed tame. The reason was large 
receipts of hogs, which sold at lower prices be- 
cause the supply was greater than the wants of 
packers, This fact weakened provisions, though 
there were good buying orders at the decline. The 


arrival of hogs the past few days have been much 
larger than was generally expected by the trade. 
They have been sent in more because of low freight 
rates than as a consequence of colder weather, 
country holders having done their best to take ad- 
vantage of the war among railroads of the North- 
west. It was remarked yesterday that if that war 
be really over the receipts of hogs will probabl 
fall off, and that expectation may have stimulate 
the sending of Eastern orders to buy product, 
though it did not diminish the number of sellers, 
who seemed to be mostly local men who had not 
heard the news. 

There Was a very good demand yesterday for 
green meats, but salted meats were not in much 
request, and other spot product did not seem to be 
much wanted. Wheat wasjdull and easier, deolin- 
ing U cents, and closing 6 to 8cents below the lateat 
prices of pone Our receipts were somewhat 
larger, witb smail shipments, and the stock in store 
showed a moderate inereaso for the last week, 
while the weakness in corn also tended to depress 
wheat. The market was realiy firm under the cir- 
cumstances, but it was more like the rigidity ofa 
corpse than the strength of vitality. There was 
very little doing in futures and not mach demand 
for spot. The current offerings of No. 2 Spring 
were salable ata shade of reduction, being taken 
to carry into January, but red fell back with an 
absence of demand. The lack of au export inquiry 
for wheat is explained by the active movement in 
flow, which shuts off English millers, and that dulls 
the edge of speculative trade here, though New- 
Yerk has recently been strong on wheat. Corn 
Was moderately active and quite weak. This 
month declined 13g to 1% cents, January 54 cent, 
February 44 cent, and May 4% cent, all closing 
about 4 cent above the lowest prices of the session. 
Our receipts were half as large again as those of 
Monday, with only light shipments from store and 
an increase in stock during last week. The larger 
current supply made shippers hold off for lower 
priceson all grades, and the idea that the year 
deal bas been thrown overboard made a good 
many varties feel weak for this month, while the 
desire to change over from January into February 
weakened the earlier deal, as it had done the pre- 
vious day. There was really a pressure to realize 
on December, and the only purchasing was by 
shorts, there being no inclination to buy for holders. 
It was said that a change in the railroad situa- 
tion would make little difference to our recaipts of 
corn, Whick mostly come from the South-west, 
wihile others claimed that arrivals are going to be 
light after this week, trrespective of freight 
charges. The great point of interest in commercial 
as well as financial circles was the report that the 
war of railroad ratesis over. It was a matter of 
practical interest, because the natural result of 
such a fact would be the material lessening of the 
shipments of produce from first hands in the 
North-west. It should tell most forcibly on bogs 
and next on flourshipped through. Corn skoul 
be little affected, except as South-western rates 
may stiffen in sympathv with the return of peace 
in the North-west. The bears in produce say 
that the change in the relations of the North-west 
roads will make little difference to the hog mar- 
ket. Hogs are coming here from the East and 
South-east as well as from the West and South- 
west, this being the best market; but the question 
is, how much should the market be depressed by 
hog shippers when the supply is mostly at one 
ace? 

Still, it is cheering to know that the railroad war 
has not deranged matters to tke extent that some 
have supposed. Whisky was quoted in Chicago at 
$1 17 as steadily as if there was no cloud on the 
horizon. Yet Cincinnati was quoted at $1 10 and 
Peoria at $1 13, the weakness being understood to 
be due to the expiration of the bonded period.

NARROW ESCAPES AT A FIRE. 








BURNING OF A COTTON MILL—SIXTEEN PER- 
SONS INJURED, ONE FATALLY. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 12.—Another cotton 
mill which was unprovided with fire-escapes was 


burned this afternoon, and there was @& 
Tepetition of the eld story of a quick 
blaze, a panic, men and women leaping 


from the windows, and a horrified crowd watching 
them without power to help them, but this time 
fortunately there were none burned to death so 
far as knewn, and only one fatally injured, though 
there were many less seriously wounded, and 


all the inmates of the buildiags had a 
narrow escape. The fire broke out at 
1:55 P. M., on the fourth floor of 


the Enterprise Woolen Mills, a group of tiree five- 
story stone buildings, which stood at the corner of 
Main and Dawsons streets, in Manayunk. They 
were owned by Samuel S. Keely, and were occupied 
as follows: The first floor in each building by Jo- 
seph Adams, manufacturer of woolen and carpet 
yarns; the second and third by Kelly & Wilhave, 
cotten-spinners; the fourth by Lord & Conner,manu- 
facturera of carpet yarus, and the fifth by John 
Wild & Brother, cotton-spinners. About 100 


people were employed in the three mills, but, con- 
trary to the usual custom, most of them were men 
and boys, which probably accounts for the absence 
of fatalities, 

It wasin Lord & Conner’s picker-room on the 
fourth floor of the middle building that a blaze 
was seen to start in acornet, near the stairway. 
William Everman, the boss carder, was in the room 
witb his son and another workman, but neither of 
them could tell how the fire originated. Ali they 
knew was that it flew rapidly across the floor, and 
almost in a moment the whole room was in a blaze. 
They shouted an alarm, and the cperasivas all the 
departments rushed for the bridges which con- 
nected the different buildings at every story. But 
these were of wood and were burned away 
before half the people could reach them, 
while the fire, dropping from floor to fleor 
through the belt holes and runniag down the 
stairs and spreading from building to building by 
means of the bridge, soon had all three in flames 
from top to bottem. The employes of John Wild 
& Brother on the fifth floor fared the best, for 
there were wooden bridges extending from that 
floor to a high bank {nu the rear, and most of the 
operatives succeeded in crossing there before the 
fire reached them. 

When Everman, who forgot his own safety in 
caring for those under his charge, saw that the 
stairs were gone and the bridges impaseable, he 
shouted, **The rope; climb down the rope,” 
and pointed to a steut rope with ea heok 
which hung from the eaves and was_ used 
for hoisting bales of goods to the different floors. 
Robert Marsh, a youth of 19, sprang upon the rope 
and sild rapidly down through the flames, 
which burst from the windows, scorched bis 
tace and hands, and blistered his beady terribly, 
but when he reached the end, which was the height 
of the second story, the hook caught his arm near 
the shoulder and tore seh cana ail the way 
to his wrist. Mary § Hoffman, a 
young girl, also caught the rope and clung 
to it bravely. though terribly burmed about the 
face, arms, and body, until the heat and 
the pain of grasping the repe with blistering 
hands cause her to lose her hold and she 
fe)l to {the ground. The fall was partly 
broken, however, and she escaped with a 
sprained ankle in addition to her burns. Her 
sister Susan, aged 20, elid down the rope uninjured, 
except for burns recelved on hands and face 
while descending. John Kelley, of the firm 
of Kelley & Wilhave, jumped from u 
third-story window and was severely injured, 
besides being painfully burned before jumping. The 
boss, Overman, escaped aown the rope with burned 
hands, but sprained his unkle in dropping tothe 
ground. His son William, aged 16, fell from the 
rope and had his back sprained in addition to re- 
ceiving severe burns On the face and hands. 
Mary O'Connor, 14 years old, jumped 
from a fourth-story window in  Main- 
street and was picked up with a broken spine and 
other injuries. She is not expected to live until 
morning. Walter Trout, aged 17, jumped froma 
fourth story wiudow to catch the rope, missed it, 
and fell to the ground, receiving a fracture of 
the hip. James Wylie, another boy, war badly 
burned about the arms, face, and neck while slip- 
ping down the rope. Maggie (Quinnan, aged 16, 
fainted in one of the burning buildings, and was 
rescued by the firemen only after she had 


recelved severe burns. William Keene, aged 
18, was burned about the hands while 
sliding down the rope. James Conner, of the 


firm ot Lord & Conner, and Thomas Parnell, aged 
25, were also severely burned while a the 
rope. Several other persons were less severely in- 
jured, but the exact number is not known, as 
many of them went home before their injuries 
could be ascertained. 

The loas on the buildings is estimated at $15,000, 
on which there is an insurance of $12,000. The 
individual losses are: Joseph Adams, $20,000; in- 
sured for $7,800. Kelly & Wilbave, $15,000; insu- 
rance, $12,000.

MAAMTRASNA’S WILD TALE

TRIAL AND CONVICTION OF THE 
SAVAGE JOYCE MURDERERS. 
FURTHER STRIKING FEATURES OF A CRIME 


BY WHICH A LARGE FAMILY, SAVE ONLY 


A LITTLE BOY, WAS PUT TO DEATH, AND 


IN WHICH HE ESCAPED DEATH NOT IN- 
TENTIONALLY — MYSTERY THAT B8UR- 
ROUNDS THE OASH STILL. 


Dusuin, Nov. 21.—The unfolding in a 


court of justice of the blood-curdling tragedy 
known as the Maamtrasna massacre, the actors 
in which have appeared in succession in the 
dock of the Criminal Court in Green-street 
during.the past eight days, has appalled the 


public, albeit not unused of late to startling 


tales of savage slaughter. Not far from the 
wiid, lonely shores of Lough Mask, in a deso- 
late district of the County of Galway, isa 
hamlet called Maamtrasna, consisting of a 
couple of dozen wretched cabins of mud and 


straw. The population of this poor place is 
under 50 souls, all told, and those who compose 


it are, like the hamlet, peor and wretched be- 
yond expression. Ireland is not a very ex- 
tensive island; yet, until the tragedy was 
enacted which has associated Maamtrasna 


with what is, perhaps, in the circumstances, 
the most atrocious wholesale murder in the 


annals of crime, the existence of such a place 
was unknown outside its immediate district. 
The hamlet is situated in a deep valley 
formed by a range of rugged hills, and 
the country for many miles around 
is characterized by a sort of romantic wretch- 
edness. The inhabitants of this wild spot are, 
it seems, as primitive in their manners and 
habits of life as it they had been cut off from 
all contact with civilized life by ten thousand 
miles of ocean. Tho English language is al- 
most unknown there, and until recent events 
the Maamtrasna people appear to have known 
even less, if possible, abeut the rest of Ireland 
than the restof Ireland knew about Maam- 
trasna. Save when one among them scraped 
a few pounds together and went to America— 
a very unusual occurrence, for English money 
is as rare in Maamtrasna as the English lan- 
guage—the children of the village grew up 
to be men and women, married exclusively 
among themselves, and after toiling through 
their weary, gloomy lives, generally to a ver 
advanced age, quietly dropped out of their 
little world and were buried “with their 
people” in the neglected, dank, and mel- 
anchcly-looking graveyard where stones 
and woeoden crosses mark the places where 
the rude fathers of this namiet sleep. 
This social isolation, resultiag in the 
intermarrying of the people of the district, ac- 
counts for the perplexing multiplicity of a few 
surnames, and for the fact that every man, 
woman, and child of the ‘‘old stock” of the 
village and immediate district are related to 
each other by blood or by marriage, or by 
both. In this way it comes that Joyces 
abound in Maamtrasna; probably there are 
more Joyces in Maamtrasna—or, rather, there 
were before so many of them were murdered 
—than in all the rest of Ireland. In this way, 
too, it comes that Caseys are numerous there. 
If you walked into the village and asked, 
say, for John Joyce, at least a dozen 
and a half of all ages who own that 
name would come to you. To an out- 
sider this must mean hopeless confusion 
among the population of the place; but, as the 
1 meaerci scarcely ever has occasion to visit 
aamtrasna, they regulate their respective 
identities by tacking on to the name a special 
descriptive clause, derived from locality or 
from some personal characteristic. hus, 
“John Joyce of Shanvallycahill” was 
distinguished from all the other Jobn 
Joyces by the addition of a rather 
clumsy locality clause; while ‘John 
Joyce, Beg,’’ meaning little or small John 
Joyce, was distinguished from al] the other 
John Jayees by the addition of the personal 
characteristic, This was varied, according to 
circumstances, by tacking on to the name 
(in the Irish language, of course) red or 
black or tall. There never was any suf- 
ficient reason, I believe, for giving to a 
Maamtrasna man the adjective ‘fat’ 
as a descriptive adjunct. A man would be 
called ** Pat Neorg | of the Cross” from the cir- 
cumstance that his cabin stood close by a 
cross-road, and this was amply sufficient to 
distinguish him from his near neighbor with a 
similar name. From all this we must con- 
clude that in the case of each male person in 
Maanatrasna there were two baptisms—one by 
the priest, when the child was born, and the 
other by the people when the child had come 
to manhood and took his place as a responsible 
member of the Maamtrasna community. 
Among the many John Joyces in this primi- 
tive village there was a John Joyce whose 
peculiar local name was *‘Jobn Joyce (John,”’) 
which, absurd though it may sound tothe rest 
of the world, was quite intelligible in Maam- 
trasna. This man was the head of a family of 
five, consisting of his mother, his wife, twosons, 
and a daughter. This family resided in a 
wretched hovel composed of two apartments, 
one of which was occupied by a cow and some 
poultry, and in the other the entire family 
huddled together day and night. Atsunriseon 
a fine morning in August last one ef the many 
John Collinses of the place went to Joyce's 
cabin with the object of borrowing a pair 
of combs for carding wool. Finding the door 
open, Collins walked into the cabin, as a 
friendly neighbor might, speaking as he passed 
the threshold the prayerful salutation of the 
Irish peasant—*' God save all here.” If he had 
said, instead, ‘‘God rest all here,’’ it would 
have more suited the hideous spectacle that 


met his eyes when he entered. Four 
corpses lay about the room—these were 
the father of the family, his wife, 


about 45 years old; his mother, upward of 
80, and his daughter, aged 14, while a son 17 
years old and another son, a child 9 years old, 
were apparently dying, the dead and the dying 
being covered with bullet wounds, and their 
heads and bodies broken and mangled in a 
shocking manner. The visitor fled from the 
house of death, informed the Police, and 
alarmed the neighbors, and soon the entire 
population of the district was about the 
scene of this wholesale slaughter—all with the 
exception of 10 men. The elder son died 
on the following day, but the child is recover- 
ing. Aman named Anthony Joyce, who lives 
some distance from the village, put the Police 
in possession of startling information. He 
stated that on the night of the massacre of the 
Joyce family he was awakened as he Jay in 
bed by the barking of his dog; he got up, 
looked out cautiously, and saw six men pass- 
ing along the road, Most of these men 
he had known ‘since he was able to 
know anything.” He named the lot; the 

were nearly all Joyces and Caseys, e 
recognized Martin Joyce, Tom Joyce, (*' Cap- 
pernaceena,””) Myles Joyce, Pat Joyce, Andy 
Philbir, and Tom Casey. He pulled on his 
trousers and ran by a "‘short cut’’ to the house 
of his brother, John Joyce, (Derry,) whom he 
roused up. The two brothers and the son of 
one of them followed the six men, who called 
on their way at the cabin of one Michael Casey, 
and when the journey was resumed the party 
consisted of 10 men; it was increased by 
more Joyces and Caseys. The four 
new men were Pat Joyce, (‘* ee 
Patrick Casey, John Casey, and Mike Casey. 
The entire party then proceeded to the cabin 
in which the doomed family were asleep; four 
of them put their shoulders to the door and 
broke {t in; some entered the cabin and others 
remained on guard outside; a light was struck 
and the butchery of the whole family, from 
childhood to old age, was begun, as the vic- 
tims lay in bed. istol-shots and screams 
and the sounds of heavy blows were 
heard by the three Joyces who had 
tracked the murderers, who were now con- 
cealed outside. When they discovered the 
slaughter that was being petperens they ran 
for their lives. Upon the information sup- 
plied by these men the Police arrested the mur- 
derers, all of whom resided in the village or 
its neighborhood. In the trial the Criminal 
Court in. Green-street has been engaged for 
eight days, under the presidency of Mr. 
Justice barry. The progress made has been 
sure and the results are satisfactory. 
As a net result to date eight murderers 
have been brought to the foot of the scaffold. 


Instead of placing the entire lot on trial to- | 


gether the Attorney-General, who conducted 
the prosecutions, elected to try them individu- 
ally. This, of course, made necessary frequent 
repetitions of the evidence. Patrick Joyce 
(“Sbhanvallycahbill’’) was the first murderer 


placed at the bar, a middle-aged, dark, and, on | 


the whole, rather ill-favored man, whoseemed 
to have made up his mind that he would 
**swing” for his share in the night’s business, 
and accordingly maintained an almost listless 
demeanor throughout the trial. The evidence 
on which the Crown lawyers originally relied 
to convict the prisoners was that of the three 
Joyces who tracked the men to the scene 
of slaughter. A sensation was_ created 
in court by the announcement thet this testi 
mony would be supplemented by the confes- 
sion of one of theparty of murderers, who had 
volunteered to tail about it to save his own 
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neck, Next day the sensation was repeated 
by the announcement that another of the 
party had made the same terms with the au- 
thorities. It was openly stated in court by 
the Attorney-General that several witnesses 
had come up from Connemara to swear an 
alibi for these two confessed murderers. The 
majority of the witnesses on both sides spoke 
in the Irish language, and their statements had 
to be filtered through an interpreter, A touch- 
ing episode occurred in the progress of the 
first trial. The sole survivor of this 
particular Joyce family, a blue-eyed little boy 
of 8 years, whom the murderers left for dead 
with the rest, but who has recovered, was 
brought into court in the arms of a policeman 
and seated in the witness chair. The little fei- 
low lisped in the native Irish language. The 
Judge set about ascertaining, through an in- 
terpreter, what religious and other knowledge 
he possessed, with a view to testing his compe- 
tency to testify against the murderers of his 
father, mother, grandmother, brother, and 
sister, He said his name was “ Patsey” 
Joyce, but when the interpreter spoke to him 
about his knowledge of the catechism, of 
the nature of an oath, and what would be- 
fall him in the other world if he “told 
a lie,” the poor child appeared as hopelessly 
bewldered as if he had been questioned on the 
subject of conic sections. Whereupon it was 
agreed that he should not be examined at all, 
and the policeman made a bundle of the Con- 
nemara child and carried him out of court, to 
the manifest relief of a!l preseat. The evideuce 
of the two men made all clear so far as the 
actual massacre is concerned, but, on the other 
hand, it imparted a terrible feature of 
mystery to the deed. No explanation is 
given as to why the Joyce family were 
slaughtered, or as to who ordained the slaugh- 
ter. Anthony Philbin, one of the party 
of murderers who volunteered ‘“ Queen’s 
evidence,” stepped into the witness chair and 
told his strange story in the English language 
with much composure and clearness. It was 
to the effect that on the night of the murder, 
Aug. 17, his brother-in-law, Thomas Casey, 
came for bim and told him that both of thens 
“had to g° that night to meet the boys;” he 
went, not knowing what was about to be done, 
and steod outside the house while the Joyce 
family were being killed. Thesecond approver 
was this Thomas Casey, wiose statement rath- 
er deepened the mystery by the introduction 
of two new murderers, not among the 10 ar- 
rested. This man stated that on the night be- 
fore the murders Patrick Casey, one of the 10, 
called upon him and told him that he must meet 
**the boys” next night, and that he was to bring 
his brother-in-law with him. An attempt was 
made to get from this witwess why he and his 
relative went out to murdera man to whom 
one of them admitted he had never spoken a 
word. Nothing could be extracted from him 
beyond the general statement that ‘*they had 
to go.” On the way to Joyce’s house they 
were joined, according to this witness, by two 
men, who seemed to be the leaders in the ex- 
pedition—a sort of peddler named Michael 





Nee, who had given the witness a revolver | 


upon one occasion, and a stranger in the place 
whose name Nee told witness was Michael 
Kelly. ‘These men are as yet at large. They 
are now very much wanted by the Police. 
Asked by the prisoner’s counsel why he intro- 
duced these two new dramatis persone into 
the tragedy, the witness replied: ‘‘ Because I 
would like to have them brought in, tor I 
know they planned the murder.’”?’ Whereupon 
the Attorney-General exclaimed, ‘‘ At last we 
have got to the root of this conspiracy.’’ The 
evidence tor the prisoner was a feeble effort to 
prove an alibi. It took the jury but five min- 
utes to make up their minds on the case. 
They criminated the prisoner, and the Judge 
sentenced him to be executed within Galwa 
Jail on Dec, 15, The prisoner, who heard his 
doom pronounced unmoved, left the dock 
without saying a word. 

In a few minutes his place was taken by the 
second of the original 10 murderers, Patrick 
Casey, alsoa man of middle age. It was ho 
who conveyed to the two approvers the mys- 
terious message that they were required to 
meet ‘‘the boys” on the night of the massa- 
ere. Tue prisoner’s mother, an Irish-speaking 
witness, swore he was ill on the night of the 
murder of the Joyce family, and did not leave 
the house that night. Addressing the jury, 
the Judge, referring to the mystery that hung 
over the crime, said that though the Crown 
could not tell what this murdered family had 
done, they suggested that the murders were 
the result of some offense given to 
some organization that issued orders, which 
orders must be obeyed. A dozen minutes 
sufficed this jury to bring in a verdict of 
guilty. The interpreter communicated the 
result to the prisoner, who replied in Irish 
that he had nothing to do with the murders. 
The Judge puton the ‘‘ black cap’”’ and pro- 
ceeded to pronounce a second death sentence. 
He referred to “the singular mystery that 
surrounds this crime, wkich has shocked civ- 
ilized humanity.”’ Hesaid if ever there was a 


caso in which the natural repugnance 
ef man to speak the doom of death 
upon a fellow-man ought to be over- 
eome, if was this hideous case. Then 


he condemned the rrisoner to die on Dec. 15 
with his fellow-murderer. This prisoner 
beckoned the interpreter to him and whispered 
in Irish: ‘‘What day?’ When he was 
told the day of his death, he quietly took up 
his old soft hat that lay ona seat near him, 


| and as he turned to leave the dock, looking 


upward with a resigned expression and rais- 
ing his arms, exclaimed in Irish: ‘‘ I have ex- 
pectatioa of heaven !”’ 

There entered now the third murderer, Myles 
Joyce by name, an older man, apparently, 
than either of the two who preceded him, wear- 
ing threadbare clothes, and altogether a 
wretched-looking creature. The interpreter 
was 1n constant attendance upon him, for this 

risoner knew nota word of English. Heisa 
first cousin of the murdered John Joyce. No 
evidence whatever was offered on his behalf 
and in five minutes after the close of the casé 
the jury handed in a verdict of guilty. When 
the result was announced by the interpreter to 
the prisoner he clutched nervously the iren 
bar of the dock, and throwing back his head, 
spoke a few words, of course, in the Irish 
language. He appeared deeply moved dur- 
ing his address, which the interpreter rendered 
as follows: ‘I leaveit all to the Son of God 
and to the blessed Virgin above my head. I 
had no more to do with it than the child un- 
born, lcall the Almighty God to witness that 
for 20 years I did no harm, and may I never 
see heaven if I did this wrong. Isleptin my 
bed with my wife that night. I know nothing 
whatever about the deed. Iam quite content 
with whatever your Honor does to me, but 
whether I am to be hanged or crucified, 
lam asclear of itas the saints in heaven.” 
This scene, which was verv impressive, moved 
several of the spectators to tears. For the 
third time in six days, the Judge placed the 
badge of death on his head and sentenced 
the prisoner to be hanged at the same 
time and in the same place as the two men 
already condemned. The prisoner raised 
his eyes, and, clasping his hands together 
nervously, uttered with great fervor, an ex- 
clamation in Irish, which the interpreter ren- 
dered: ‘* The wil! of God be done;” then, his 
hands still clasped together, and praying in 
his native tongue, he quietly followed a 
warder, who had touched him on the shoulder, 
and disappeared through the little door leading 
to the cells beneath the dock. 


This coneluded a full week’s work over the 
Maamtasna massacre, with the net result of 
three murdererers doomed to death. On the 
Monday (yesterday) the fearful tale of blood, 
so often told, was again repeated as fully as if 
it was being related tor the firsttime. The 
monotony of the proceedings had new become 
positively oppressive to all theso who were 
compelled to sit the several trials out from 
day to day. Monday morning’s work be- 
gan with the appearance in the dock of 
an old man with long, unkempt white 
hair, but who otherwise exhibited few 
evidences of advanced life. His movements 
were active and vigorous, and his quick, keen 
eyes were expressive of considerable intelli- 
gence. This was Michael Casey, at whose 
house the original party of six murderers 
called on their way to John Joyce’s and where 
they were reinforced by the prisoner and five 
ethers. Jike the other prisoners, this man is 
wholly ignorant of the English language. But, 
unlike the others, he exhibited a deep in- 
terest im all that was passing around 
him. The wearisome process of turning 
the evidence of the English-speaking witusesses 
into Irish for him, and of turning the evidence 


| of the Irish-speaking witnesses into English for 


the Judge, jurors, and counsel, was performed 
on this trial with more minuteness than on the 
three previous ones, 


to-day. The prisoner was in his place in the 
dock and all was ready for the resumption of 


the now well-worn work, when the leading | 
counsel for the accused announced that his | 


client withdrew the plea of not guilty, 
and desired, through him, to confess 
his guilt. The interpreter communi-

Trish; ‘* Yes, lam guilty.” Then he covered

the dock. The Judge, who had been privately 
apprised of what was about to happen, im- 
proved the occasion by dwelling on the terrible 
consequences to which all who joined criminal 
secret societies were exposed. As to extend- 
ing mercy, that wasa matter which was en- 
tirely for the executive; having self-confessed 
murderers before him, hisstern duty must be 
done, and with this his Lordship. for the fifth 
time in one week, placed the black cap on his 
head and sentenced each of the prisoners 
to be hanged on Dec. 15.

country. When the prisoners, who had been

ACKNOWLEDGMENT THAT ENGLAND COULD 


NOT EXIST WITHOUT OUR HELP. 
From an Editorial in the London Times. 

It is impossible to escape from a feeling 
almost of bewilderment at the thought of the 
future of North America. British Columbia is 
prosperous, and will speedily become very much 
more so; but it is notexceptional. All the Western 
States and Territories are doing like her—increas- 
ing rapidly in population, and foreing a soll till 


now unworked to yield them profit. Unquestion- 
ably, this is the most important fact in contempo- 
rary history. Itis a new fact: it cannot be com- 
pared with any cognate phenomenon ia tke 
past, so that it offers a fine field for those 


who like untrammeled political speculation. 
It fascinates the statisticians, such as Mr. 
Giffen, who has just dealt with it in 


an elaborate fashion before the Statistieal Society. 
He peints out that the population of the United 
States has risen in a hundred years from 3,000,000 
to 50,000,000; that is to say, that it has during that 
time multiplied itself 16 times, or doubled itself 
every 25 years. At the iike rate of increase it 
would reach in another century the unheard-of 
total of 800,000,000, but, fortunately tor itself and 
for the world, there are good reasons wbvit should 
pot proceed quite in that ratio. Still, it must in- 
crease rapidly till the conditions of life have found 
an equilibrium and the comparative ease of living 
inthe Old and the New World has become fairly 
equalized. 

t is diffieult to exaggerate the significance of 
this, especially to England. On the one hand, we 
can no longer exist without America. The country 
of whieh, within recent memory, we were childishty 
and vindictively jealous, now proves to be the 
country by which to a great extent welive. it 
sends us corn by the hundreds of ship-loads. Its 
beef competes with ours, or rather becomes ours, 
and is so!d at our native prices under the hands of 
the enterprising English butckers. While to the 
Roman poet the thought of gotting, fish from the 
Caspian was the thought of odieus luxury, with us 
it is the classes that cannot afford the Tay or the 


Tweed that send to the Columbia River for their | 


salmon. Buttheidea of a growing Ameriea, and 
of a Canadian Dominion which is rapidiv increas- 
ing in wealth and numbers, is much more than 
the idea of a new market and a new seurce of 
supply. As Mr, Giffen remarks, it is an idea which 
affects the whole of the political life of Europe. 
We see a new Europe, as it were, growing up on 


the other side of the Atlantic, and though their | 


problems ars for the moment not ours, and though 
they resolve to keep aloof from our affairs, their 
very existence hasitsinfluence onus. Little by little 
the political perspective alters; the world is seen to 
contain other nations than the thres or four which 
have been used to consider themselves as the only 
progressive and truly civilized nations. As yet,

CONDITION OF CHICA®O WORKING MEN, 
The Chicago Tribune gives some interesting 


extracts from the biennial report of the Secretary | 


of the Illinois Bureau of Labor Statistics. The facts 
in regard to the condition of working men in Chi- 
cago are derived from statements made to the bu- 


reau, in reply to interrogatories, by 437 working 
men, representing 62 different vocations in life and 
of a great diversity of condition. Of the whole 
number reporting only one-eighth are possessed of 
homes of their own. A table is presented in 
the report representing the status of a class 
of persons who occupy a middle position 
between the very poor and the more 
prosperous among the working men, and 
giving the annual average earnings in each trade 
or occupatien, the number ef persons toa family, 
the number of rooms occupied, and the monthly 
rental paid. It appears from this table that the 
average annual income of working men of all 
occupations in Chicago is $608 70. Two trades 
show incomes of over $900, five average more than 
$800, nine average upward of $700, and 19 up- 
ward of $600 per annum. The average familly of 
the working man, as shown in these returns, con- 
sists of four persons, The average number of 
reoms occupied by a family of four is three and 
one-third. Instances are given in which one room 
is occupied by a family of six. These 
however, few. In fact, only 6 per cent. of all 
the families reported from are compelled to oceu- 
py one room, and about one-half ot thexe are faml- 
lies of two. Twenty percent. of all the families 
reported liye in two rooms, and one-half of these 
families have from four to nine members. The av- 
erage rental paid for three and one-third rooms ts 
$10 25 per month. 
occupy three or four rooms atacost of about $3 
perroom, In orderto obtain these tenements al. 
these prices, however, it is necessary to live in the 
outskirts of tie city. Thisinvolves the payment 
of car fare, which increases the rent item abeut 
83 per cent. Jn this way itis estimated that the 
laboring man pays about 27 per cent. of his earn- 
ings for shelter for himself and his family.

WASHINGTON, Doc. 12.—Mr. Beckintroduced 
a billin the Senate this morning to prohibit politi- 
cal contributions by employes of the Government. 
It is as follows: 


J. It shall not be lawful for any person holding 
office under the United States, or for any employe 
thereof, to contribute or pay to any committee or per- 
son, or into any fund, any money, property, or valu- 
able thing for any political purpose whatsoever, or to 
pay any assessment or percentage upon the income or 
emoiuments of his office or position for any political 
purpose, or to give, lend, advance, or pay any money, 
property, or valuable thing, with the intent or with 
assent, permission, or un erstanding toat the came 
may be applied to or for any political purpose what- 
soever, or to himself or herself apply the same to any 
political purpose. No head of a department or other 
superior officer shall himself collect or permit or 
alsow any other pergon to collect or receive from an 
olMmcer or employe in his department or under nis 
supervision, or from any other officer or employe 
whatsoever,’any asseasment, percentage, contribution, 
gift, loan, or advoence of any money, property, or 
valvable thing with the intent, understanding, or 
permission that the same shall or may be used for any 
political purpose.

On motion of Mr, Hoar a resolution was adopted 
directing the Postmaster-General to transmit the 
last report on the administration of the Post Office 
in New-York. Also, a resolution directing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to transmit the report 
of Edward O’Grimes on the administration of the 
Custom-bouse, Naval Office, and Surveyor’s Office 
in New-York, 

The amendments to the Pendieton Civil Service 
bill reported from the Committee on Civil Service 
Reform were agreed to. 

Mr. PENDLETON said the necessity for achange iu 
the civil administration of the Government had 
been so fully discussed in public that he would not 
make any further argument on that point. The 
question bad been submitted to the people in the 
recent election, and they had spoken in no low or 
uncertain tone. Local questions probably had 
something to do with the result of the elections in 
some States, bat he believed that dissatisfaction 
with the methods of civil administration in a 
wide sense practiced by the Republican Party 
was the most important single factor. 
He would not say that our civil service was wholly 
bad, for that would be doing injustice to many 
worthy public servants, but he would say that it 
was inefficient, extravagant, and in §some cases 
and some senses corrupt; that it had welded the 
whole of its employes into a great political ma- 
chine—an army Whose efforts have, at least twice 
within a short period of eur history, robbed the 
people of the fair results of a Presidential election. 
In the discussion last session the fact came out 
that in the Treasury Department there are 3,400 
employes, of whom fewerthan 1,500 are author- 
ized or provided for by law. the others being car- 
ried upon the rolls and paid out of “bal- 
ances’’ of appropriations and various ‘funds’ 
that have grown up in the department. 
Ye had Seen astonished to hear his colleague (Mr. 
Sherman) admit this amazing fact inthe Senate 
and defend the system as necessary for the admin- 
istration of the Treasury Department. Out of this 
surplus force had come the immense body of pub- 
lic ofhcers who have for years past gone forth 
from the ‘Treasury into the different States 
for the purpose of managing and securing 
Presidential elections at the public expense. 
in further illustration of theso abuses he repeated 
a statement made by a Senator uow present, 
{whom he did not name,] that the head of one of 
the departments of the Government had said there 
were 17 clerks in his department for whom he 
could not find work; that he did require one clerk 
of a higher grade; that if he were given that 


one he could drop the 17 without impairing 
| the efficiency of the service, but that the 
political, social, and personal pressure was 
so great that he would be obliged 
to retain and pay them, though he had nothing for 
them to do. Was there need to prove the fact 
known to ail men that a systematic pressure has 


been brought to bear upon the clerks in the de- 
partments to extort from them a portion of their 
salaries, and need anybody wonder tbat under such 
a system the employes of the Government felt that 
they had bought and paid for their offices, and that 
the faith of those who exacted these contributions 
was pledged to their retention? The system in- 
evitably demoralized all concerned—the clerks, the 


oticers making the appointments, and the Sena- | 


tors and Representatives exerting a pressure to 
secure appointments for their friends.

ought tobe reduced, The bill was desigued asa 
methed of applying to candidates for public em- 
ployment the Jeffersonian tests—fidelity, honesty, 
capacity, It dealt only with the departments in 
Washington, and Custom-houses and other public 
ofiicés empl¢ying more than 50 persons. The num- 
ber of such offices did not exceed 385, and the 
whole number of employes to whom the bill 
would apply would not be more than 10,000. The 
bill did not touch at all the question of removals. 
Some gentlemen were disposed to wait until after 
the next Presidential election before passing a bill 
to reform the civil service, in the hope thata 
change of Administration would give a fair 
share of the offices to Democrats; but the 
Democratic Party might not eiect tne next Presi- 
dent, and he believed it would not, unless its 
Representatives in Congress did two things. 

Mr. SazRMAN did not object to his colleague’s 
manner of advocating his bill, because he supposed 
it was designed to persuade his Democratic agso- 
ciates to support the cause of civil service reform, 
He hoped that the effort to convert them would be 
successful. but he feared that his colleague would 
tind that this, like all other reforms, must be made, 
if made at all, bythe Republican Party. It wasa 
mistake to say that the result of the election in 
Ohio was due to a desire to rebuke the Republican 
Party in Congress forits extravagant appropriations, 
The only appropriation he had heard criticised 
in Ohio was the one for the improvement of the 
Mississippi, and that was objected to largely be- 
cause the people of that State were opposed to the 
levee plan of controlling the river. The real cause 
of the defeat in Ohio was the demand of a part of 
the people there for free whisky .and no Sunday. 
As to the pending bill, Mr. Sherman agreed with 
his colleague that the civil service ought to be re- 
formed; buta civil service reform bill which did 
not deal with the power of removal was the play 
of **Hamlet’’ with Hamlet left out. That was the 
point where the greatest abuses crept in, Several 
amendments were then offered and ordered 
prinied, and the Senate then adjourned. 


THE WORK OF THE HOUSE, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The House to-day 
proceeded to the consideration of the Congres- 
sional Library bill. Mr. Rrcoz, of Massachusetts, 
Chairman of the committee having the matter in 
charge, explained the status of the bill. He re- 
viewed the necessity which existed for the erec- 
tion of a new building to accommodate the books 
whieh now crowed the Congressional Library, aad 
stated that at last session the only difference in the 


committee was in reference to the site for the new 
building. The majority of the committee was in 
favor of a site east of the Capitol; the minority was 
in favor of placng the structure in Judiciary- 
square. Since that timethe latter site had been 
selected for the Pension building and was no 
longer practicable. The bill reported last session 





contemplated the taking of two _ squares 
east of the Capitol; the bill now  pro- 
posed recommended the taking of one 


square only, bounded by B-street North-east, 
Capitol-street and First and Second streets East. 
The maximum: price at which the commission 
might purchase that square was $500,000; the 
builaing recommended ‘Tos year was of Gothio 
style, and would have cost from six to eight mil- 
lions. The one now P pen rg was of the Italian 
renaissance style, and would cost from three to 
ae The inside arrangements were sim- 


_After considerable discussion, the previous ques- 
tion was ordered on the bil! and amendments. Mr. 
SINGLETON moved to lay the bill on the table. The 
motion was lost—yeas 102, nays 117.

United States. Tne motion was agreed to—yeas 
110, nays 94. Mr. Roprson, of New-Jersey, moved 
to reconsider, and Mr. RanpaLt moved to lay that 
motion on the table, pending which Mr. Kasaon. of 
Iowa. from the Committee on Civil Service Re-

AN IRON-CLAD TURNPIKE.

Manchester is not alone in possessing & 


scheme for reducing the cost of transport in Lan- 
cashire. A more ambitious project even than the 
ship canal has been hatched in Liverpool and pre 
sented for public admiration under the name oi 


the “ Lancashire Plate Way Company.” The pro« 
moters of this affair claim that it will cheapen the 
cost of transport whe-ever it runs, because, being 
a@ plate instead of arail way, it will enable the 
game wagon in which the goods are hauled from, 
say, Liverpool to Oldham, to take them right into 
the mills, &c., without break of bulk. At present 
the goods have to be taken from the cocks in lor 
ries and carts to the goods termini of the railways 
of Liverpool, and there loaded on raliway trucks, 
When the trucks arrive at their destination tha 
goods have to be again unloaded and put 
upon carts and lorries‘ in order to be conveyed ta 
their ultimate destination. All this loading and 
unloadine will, it is claimed. be done away with 
when the Plate Railway comes into operation. be- 
cause the same track which gets filled at the docks 
will be emptiea at the ultimate destination of tne 
goods. Horses will take the trucks across 
streets wherever wanted, in short, and thus a great 
expense will be saved. By such an old and simple 
contrivance it is contended that not only double of 
triple handling of goods may be dispensed with, 
but also large and expensive stations and good 
termini, with their warehouses, loading sheds, an 
soon. All this saving, this better treatment and 
cheaper handling of goods, is to be accomplished 
by the mere substitution of a flat plate of iron an 
a broad-rimmed wheel for the familiar rail an 
guard-edged tire. 

It is quite posaible that this project, like that of 
the Manchester ship canal, is but a mode by which 
the people express their dissatisfaction at the treat- 
ment accorded them by the railway companies. 
But for causes like this it would be very difficult t 
believe thet persons calling themselves sane woul 
have anything to do with a project which is sq 
patently nonsensical. Had the plate been able td 
supersede the rail it would have been tried long 
ago, but apart from that, could anything be mo 
absurd than the assumption that the business o 
goods carrying by railways is capable of being cons 
densed into a string of horse wagons hauled along 
a road by a traction engine, and detached singly o! 
by the half-dozen and sent to the persons who owt 
the goods? Or suppose such a pian actually praw 
ticable, what is there to hinder the railway compa 
nies from adopting it? 

The most conspicuous proof, however, of the 
folly which characterizes the promoters of thif 
strange cure for the Lancashire manufacturers* 
grievances is to be found in the estimated cost of 
eonstructing and equipping the plate-way. It i¢ 
stated in the preliminary prospectus that great 
saving of capital would be effected through th¢ 
absence of stations above mentioned and of ex 
pensive terminiintowns. Nevertheless, the “a 
proximate” estimate of the cost of the undertak- 
ing, ‘“‘with full equipment of rolling stock,” ig 
ebout £35,000 per mile—that is to say, only £5.00¢ 
or so per mile less than the present averag¢ 
cost of the railways of the United King 
dom, with all their stations, warehouses, 
passenger coaches, and termini included 
That is not a premising beginning surely, 
for the p'ate-way is to carry goods alone. As a 
matter of fact, moreover, the statements about dis 
pensing with costly termini are so inexact as to 
lead to the belief that this estimate of cost wouid 
be much exceeded. At the very time when these 
specious statements are being put before the pub- 
lic the promoters of the undertaking are negotiat- 
ing for the purchase of a great block of land in 
Liverpool, which, if bought, will make their termi- 
nus there tar more expensive than those of the 
existing railways, whose lands were bought cheap, 
Some of them, for example, got !and at 5s. 5d 
a yard. which could not now be bought un 
der £10. The pilate-way people are, there 
fore, not actingin accordance with their profes« 
sions. For this very reason, however, it may bd 
possible to give another exp!anation of their enthu: 
siasm. They may have no more real belief in theis 
fiat plate than in the capacity of men to work a 
goods traffic without either stations or termini.

In that case we shouldG 
expect to see the plates incontinertly abandoned 
as 8000 as. everthe roadway was ready for them. ,

TAXATION OF RAILROADS. 
CLOSE OF THE WORK OF THE NEW-JERSEY 
LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 


The last of the public meetings of the special 
committee appointed by the last Legislature of 
New-Jersey to investigate the railroad and other 
corporation tax questions has been held, and the 
commission will spend the rest of the time till the 
‘Legisiature assembles in preparing its report. The 
commission was created in answer to the demand 
from all parts of the State that the railroad cor- 
porations should pay their local taxes, and {t is ex- 
pected to devise a bill or to agree upon action that 
shall enforce such payments. The main obstacle 
In the way of the accomplishment of this object is 
the claim of some of the railroads that they are ex- 


empted by charters whica the Legislature cannot 
repeal. The Pennsylvania Railroad has set up the 
slaim with such vigor and effectiveness that no at- 
tempt is made by any of the localities to 
tax her vast possessions unless in cases 
where she derives a rental. Upon these com- 
paratively trifling holdings she willingly 
Pays at the usua! rates. The bills sent to the Morris 
and Essex (or Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern) Railroad for taxes on the same class of prop- 
erty have received no attention, for the reason, as 
Mr. Sloane explained, that they had never reached 
the proper officials. Like the Pennsylvania Road 
she is not assessed for her acres of railroad lands, 
because, like the Pennsylvania, she sets up a claim 
of exemption under an irrepealable charter. 
Other roads claim exemptions on the same ground, 
‘Dut are assessed at low figures, and prefer to pay 
the littie tax imposed than to fight for a recogni- 
tion of their special privileges. And the principal 
problem the commission has grappled with is how 
wipe out these irrepealable charters, behind 
which these two railroads shield themselves from 
paying anything at all. 
nthe case of the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
‘Western Railroad a day of deliverance seemed to 
be near at hand by operation of law. When the 
charter, which ‘the ‘company claims to irrepeala- 
le, was given. it fixed a limit of 50 years for the 
enjoyment of the special franchises conferred. 
The term is approaching its close. Then, by the 
terms of the charter, the State can buy the road in 
at the cost of the construction, but the whole of 
the debt the State would. thus be obliged to incur 
must have been wiped out within 35 vears. Ex- 
Gov. Bedle, in his testimony before the commission 
on Monday, intimated that the charter limit will 
not be reached so soon as most people think. He 
Said that the State cannot take possession 
of the road probably for 380 years or 
moore beeause the supplements to the 
original charter made large extensions in 
the time allowed for the building of the road. 
Even if the State could proceed to act at Once, the 
‘railroad franchise is so hedged about with consti- 
tutional gcuards that nothing could be done, Under 
the organic law no appropriation made any one 
year for any specific object can exceed $100,000. 
As the Morris and Essex Railroad cost $25,000,000, 
the State would be barred by this inhibition from 
paying for it within the prescribed period of 35 


ears. 

Practically, therefore, the Delaware, Lackawan- 
ma and Western Railroad is on the same footing as 
to unassailable exemptions with the Pennsylvania 
and all other roads enjoying them, and in her case, 


as in all the others, the muddle to be 
solved is how to set aside the irrepeal- 
able charters. Ex-Senator Leon Abbett sug- 


gested a year or more ago that an amendment 
enabling the State to condemn and purchase the 
epeciai franchises of the roads might be inserted 
fin the State Constitution. Vhe commission seem 
to have thought of but one other method, and 
that was probably suggested by Mr. Abbett’s prop- 
osition. It is to surrender the present Constitution 
and make a new one for the government of the 
State. Ex-Gov. Bedle, when asked on Monday 
whether that would accomplish the purpose, ex- 
ressed doubts on the subject, and thought noth- 
ng short of arevolution would do. The railroads 
would prebably defeat in the Legielature any 
movement looking to a change in the organic law. 
The commission will probably take steps, how- 
ever, to secure a fair appraisal of railroad prop- 
erties subject to taxation. This will be 
done by making the office of Railroad 
Commissioner, which is now one only in name, an 
important factor. ‘The local Assessors, who now 
report tohim ornotas they see fit, will bo com- 
pelied to report to him, and he will probably have 
power torevise their assessments. His estimates 
‘will be made final and the basis of taxation unless 
the courts overturn them. 

Ex-Gov. Bedle said further to the commission in 
reference to the taxes due Jersey City that the 
railroad company is prepared to adjust them. 
Bome of the taxes demanded are clearly illegal. 
Others were all right, and will not be contested. 
Some of the taxes are on houses standing on land 
pearthe tunnel. There was adebatable point as 
to the city’s right to tax these, but the company 
proposed te waive this and pay the tax. 
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A STOCK CLEARING-HOUSE. 
HE EXPERIMENT TO BE TRIED BY THE 
NEW-YORK BANKERS.

@vbo met at the office of the Fourth National Bank 
yesterday afternoon, Mr. H. Osterberg explained 
bis system for the establishment of a stock clear- 
Ing-house, which is projected to do for brokers 
what the existing Clearing-house now does for the 


banks of the City. Thesystem is the same that 
was first put into operation in Frankfort-on-the- 
fain in 1867, and which has since been adopted in 
Jienna, Hamburg, Bremen, and other German 
cities, and in London. Settlements are made daily 
through such clearing-houses on fhe basis of the 
average ruling price of the stock for the 
day.

Kellogg, of Adams, Kellogg & Mason, acted as 
Secretary. It was decided to organize a tempo- 
rary clearing-house and try the — for two weeks.

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THE GOVERNMENT COTTON CASH. 
FIGURES SHOWING THE TRANSACTIONS OF 
HARRISON JOHNSTON. 


The trial of the suit of the United States 
against Harrison Johnston, formerly a special 
cotton agent for the Government, for the recovery 
of $1,967,987 95, being the value of cotton belong- 
ing to the Government and alleged to have been 
wrongfully eonverted by the defendant, was con- 
tinued yesterday in the United States Circuit Court, 
before Judge Coxe, Mr. Douglas Campbell and 
Assistant United States District Attorneys Herrick 
and Willson were present for the Government, and 
Gen. Bristow, Gen. Burnett, and D, J. H. Wilcox 
for the defendant. M. L. Noerr, of the Treasury 


Department at Washington, was in attendance as 
the special custodian of a large bundle of docu- 
ments furnished by the aepartment to be offered 
in evidence. Mr. Francis Robinson, assistant 
to the late Simeon Draper, who was_ the 
United States Cotton Agent in New-York 
in 1865, resumed his testimony, which 
was begun on Monday. A draft for $9,267 94, pur- 
porting to have been drawn by Harrisen Johnston 
on Simeon Draper subsequent to the latter’s letter 
of Sept. 18, 1865, was presented to the witness by 
Mr. Campbell for identification. Gen. Burnett, of 
counsei for defendant, objected to the introduc- 
tion of any such drafts on the ground of incompe- 
tency and irrelevancy. The court ruled that the 
drafts had a bearing on the case and were admis- 
sible. An exception was taken. The draft was 
then identified by the witness as having been drawn 
on Draper by Johnston and paid. It was ostensibly 
to pay the expenses on cotton collected ana shipped 
by Johnston. Various other drafts of the same 
character, with accompanying statements and 
vouchers,were examined by the witness, who iden- 
tified them in a general way. There were 22 draits 
in all, aggregating in value $150,421 12. 

Mr. Campbell asked the witness whether certain 
Paw of cotton, against which drafts had been 

rawn by Johnston, were received by Mr. Draper. 
Gen. Bristow objected to this line of questioning, 
and demanded to know on what particular items 
the Government proposed to try its case. Mr. 
Campbell said that the counsel for the Government 
would endeavor to show the actual sale in Mobile 
by Johnston of 483 bales of cotton, for which he had 
never accounted; also, that from August, 1865, 
to January, 1866, inclusive, Johnston collected, 
by bis own showing, 15,858 bales of cotton, of 
which 11,991 bales were shipped to Simeon Draper 
in New-York, leaving 3,867 bales in Johnston's 
hands at Mobile unaccounted for. Mr. Cumpbell 
alleged that Johnston had drawn on. Draper for 
$29,070 25to pay the freight charges on 3,867 bales 
of cotton shipped to Mobile, and accomparving 
the draft had sent a letter to Draper saying, ‘'I in- 
close you the bills of lading.’’ The said bills of 
lading, it was claimed, were not inclosed in that 
letter and had never been found. By direction of 
the court the witness was asked whether the 3.867 
bales of cotton alluded to were received by Simeon 
Draper. Mr. Robinson said that ho did not think 
they were. He had added up the figures showing 
how much cotton was received by Mr. Draper from 
Johnston, and the result showed that 11,991 bales 
were 80 received.

Robert Bruce Hull, of the Baptist Tabernacle, in 
Second-avenue; the Rev. Elijah D. Murphy, of the 
Mariners’ Church, in Catharine-street; H. B. Huy- 
ler, President of the Sabbath Closing League; the 
Rey.

He also 
suggested that the word Christian, preceding the 
word worshipers, be omitted, as not only Christian 
but all worshipers were entitled to a quiet Sunday. 

The Rev. Dr. Morehouse consented to the moditi- 
cations proposed by Dr. Crosby. After some gen- 
eral discussion as to whether the time was yet ripe 
for calling such a meeting. and whether it would 
not be better to wait until the courts had given 
some decisions concerning the Penal Code, the 
resolution was carried by a large majority. The 
Rev. Messrs. Crosby, Vail, Sabine, Watkins, Gregg, 
King, and Hull were appointed as the committee, 
This committee decided that the meeting be called 
for the 26th inst., in the hall of the Cooper Union.

Mrs, Susan Cline, $2,000. He bequeaths to his wife, 
Edmund H. Carhart, his cousin, and John B. Van 
Wagenen, his friend and partner, as Trustees for 


his estate. $30,000 from his interest in the firm of 
Carhart, Whitford & Co., to be invested by them 








as capital in a special or limited partner- 
ship to be formed by them es such Trustees 
as special partners with his present partners 


in the above firm, fora term not exceeding five 
years from his decease. The remainder of bis es- 
tate to be distributed as follows: One-third to his 
wife, in iieu of dower. during ber life or as long as 
she shal! remain his widow, and the remaining two- 
thirds to his children in equal portions.

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THE STAR ROUTE TRIALS 
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CHALLENGING JURGRS ON THE 
PART OF THE DEFENSE. 

THH BRADY-DORSEY COUNSEL EXHAUST 
THEIR RIGHT OF CHALLENGE—ARGU- 
MENTS ON JUDGE WYLIE’S RULINGS. 

Wasuincton, Dec. 12,—In the star route 
trial, this morning, the question came up as to 
whether counsel had the right to interrogate per- 
sons called as jurors. Judge Wylie had decided 
that if counsel desired to exercise that right they 
must first challenge the juror for cause, and state 
the grounds of the challenge. A long argument 
ensued, in the course of which Mr. Ingersoll ad- 
mitted that he did not pretend to know anything 
as to the law in force in the District of Columbia; 


but neither did anybody else know anything 
about it. If anybody dia pretend to know, 
he did not remain long of the same 
opinion. Judge Wylie adhered, practically, 


to his ruling of yesterday. At length the defense 
was forced into a challenge of the juror Franklia 
Barrett for cause, and, in response to questions, 
he said that he had such an opinion as to the guilt 
or innocence of the defendants as would require 


evidence to remove. His opinion was not so deep- 
seated as to prevent his rendering a fair verdict, 
but if placed in the jury-box it would be with an 
opinion unfavorable to one side. Judge Wylie 
thought that the cause of objection to the juror 
was sufficient, and Mr. Barrett was discharged. 

The next person called as a juror was Thomas 
Walsk. His replies to thesame class of questions 
were practically of the like character. Isaac 
Eicher was next called. The defense made no ob- 
jection to him, and called on the enurt to require 
counsel for the prosecution either to challenge or 
aceept him. The court declined to do so, and Mr. 
Eicher kept his seat in the jury-box. 

George T. Dunlop said that he had formed from 
newspaper reports an opinion which it would re- 
quire testimony to remove; still, he could try the 
case on the evidence, without any other infiuence. 
The challenge for cause was overruled. Counsel 
for the defense then claimed the right to interro- 
gate the juror, so as to know whether they should 
challenge him peremptorily, but the court decided 
against that claim, giving as a reason that the 
very term * peremptory challenge” indicated that it 
was without reason and withoutinquiry. The court 
alsoruled that the right of peremptory challenge 
must be exercised when the juror is challenged 
for cause or not at all, to which ruling all the 
counsel excepted. Dunlop was then peremptorily 
challenged. 

Martin O’Donohue had read something in the 
newspapers on the star route matter, but had sup- 
posed at first that it had reference to the s/ar 
newspaper. He iad formed or expressed no opin- 
fon about it. If he had said anything it was 
“ evasive.”” He had two grocery stores to attend 
to, and they were of more interest and importance 
to him than the star route business. He was chal- 
lenged peremptorily. 

John H. Crane, John Hughes, Clarence Shields, 
(colored,) and 8. H. Williams were aliowed to keep 
their seats in the jury-box without challenge from 
either side. Mr. Reese Evans was challenged for 
cause. He had not formed or expressed any opin- 
ion. He would not care what the Presi- 
dent desired, or what Congress desired, or what 
counsel [Ingersoll] cared. The challenge for 
cause was overruled and Evans kept his 
seat. Robert Gilmore, (colored,) Frank Rensaw, 
and James H. Luxom were unchallenged, and kept 
their seats. Edmund Hanley was challenged for 
cauge. He had formed an opinion which it would 
require evidence to change. The challenge was 
sustained. John B. Sheriff was unchallenged. 
Jobn H. Vernon was satisfactory to counsel for all 
the defendants, except to Mr. Wilshire, counsel for 
Rerdell, who claimed the right of veremptory 
challenge—the other counsel not acquiescing, the 
court was asked what should be done in that case, 
and said that, as at present advised. he could not 
recognize the challenge. Jackson Howard (col- 
ored) was unchallenged. This compieted the panel, 
so far as challenges on the part of the defense was 
concerned—the right of challenge on the part of 
the prosecution not having been exercised. 

The first juror, Isaac Eicher. was then challenged 
for cause on the part of the prosecution. He had 
formed and expressed an opinion and could not try 
the case impartially. The challenge was sustained. 
As to the se¢ond jurer, John H. Crane, Judge 
Wylie said he would excuse him from service on 
account of the neeessities of his business, but 
counsel for defense remonstrated against it and 
the Judge, after some argument, admitted that the 
excuse of an acceptable juror might be an errone- 
ous exercise of discretion, and he therefore stated 
that Mr. Crane must remain as a juror. He was 
thereupon sworn as the first juror in the case, and 
the court then, at 3:15 P. M., adjourned. 
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THE DICKSON BRIBERY CASE, 
THE CROSS-EXAMINATION OF HENRY A. 
BOWEN RESUMED. 

Wasnineton, Dec. 12.—The hearing in tbe 
Dickson case was resumed in the Police Court to- 
day. The cross-examination of Bowen was contin- 
ued by Mr. Cuppy. Witness said he had reflected 
upon the testimony he had already given, but had 
no changes to suggest. He would stand by his 
testimony as originally given. Pr. Cuppy inter- 
rupted the examination for the purpose of calling 
the attention of the court to a refusal by the At- 
torney-General to furnish copies of some of the 
affidavits, notably the joint affidavit of Bowen, 
Cameron, and Hoover, taken at San Francisco in 


answer to their subpcena. Mr. Cuppy read the 
letter from the Attorney-General, wherein he 
says that Special Counsel Wells is in possession 
of the papers and that copies will onivy be 
furnished when the court shall have decided 
that they are competent and necessary 
evidence. The court decided that the defense 
might use Bowen’s portion of the affidavit at 
present, the remainder to be used only when it 
properly came into the case. 

The witness was then questioned relative to the 
facts set outin the affidavit. Hesaid he did not 
recollect anything set out in that affidavit that 
he had failed to include in the Phiiadelphia affi- 
davit. The only reason for the taking of the 
second afiidavit was the hurried manner in which 
the first had been prepared. Witness had been, 
acd nowis, a stock operator, 60 that he under- 
stood Dickson to mean $25,000 when he asked, 
‘How will 25 do?’ Was positive that he was an 
employe of the Department of Justice when the 
conversation took place, because he had only re- 
eeived his commission on Aug. 22. Presumed thet 
Dickson knew of his appointment, for it was an open 
seeret. In the course of his conversation, referring 
tothe Attorney-General’s speech in the star route 
trial, Diekson said he supposed that it would be the 
supreme effort of his life; presumed that Dickson 
also said the case was a heritage from his prede- 
cessor; Witness certainly said nothing of that kind. 
They were then on their second quart-bottle of 
wine. Witness said positively that he never had 
an interview with the Attorney-General about 
star route matters. Had an interview with the 
Attorney-General, at Philadelphia, but nothing was 
said about the witness bringing the department 
into disrepute, eal td bribery, so far as he could 
remember.

air, Cuppy asked if a reporter was present upon 
the occasion of his conversation with the Attorney- 
Genera}. He answered that Mr. Myer (the con- 
stable) and a gentleman connected with the office 
were the only persons present, except the Attor- 
ney-General and himself.

Q.—Are you not the Henry A. Bowen who was 
convicted of stealing books from Harry B. Sey- 
mour in Buffalo, N. Y., on Noy. 1, 1882? A.—I de- 
cline to answer. 

Witness said he paid his board bill in Philadel- 
phia, and the charge of swindling was withdrawn; 
paid it after he was arrested; had no recollection 
of any such transaction as passing a fraudulent 
check drawn on E. E. Bowen, No. 62 Liberty-street, 
New-York, on Dec. 19, 1878. 

Mr. Wells objected to the line of examination, 
and said Mr. Smith should have more manhood 
than to put language into the mouth of a witness 
that he never used. 

Mr. Smith showed considerable irritation at this 
reflection, and said the gentleman would not ad- 
dress him outside the court-room in that language. 
It was with some difficulty that peace was finally

BONDS FOR DISORDERLY CONDUCT. 





THE COMMITTING POWER OF POLICE JUS- 
T'CES UNDER THE PENAL CODE, 

A forlorn-locking woman sat in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, yesterday afternoon, and listened 
with awe and amazement to long and dreary tech- 
nical arguments respecting her case. She was 
Mary MeMahon, whom Police Justice White re- 
cently committed to the Tombs for a mcnth 


because, after having been fined as a 
disorderly person, she had been unable 
to give bonds for her future good conduct. 


Her counsel proeured a writ of habeas corpus on 
the ground that she was improperly imprisoned, 
citing in support of that view the recent decision 


of Judge Lawrence in a similar case, upon whieh 
decision some of the Police Justices have ordered 
the release of persons committed by them for in- 
ability to give security for good conduct toward 
the public generally. Police Justices Kilbreth and 
White appeared in the Supreme Court yesterday. 
accompanied by Mr. Lucien Oudin as their special 
counsel, Assistant District Attorney Vincent also 
appeared for Justice White, who is the respondent 
in the proceeding. 

In behalf of Mrs. McMahon, her counsel argued 
that there is noW no power vested in Police magis- 
trates to insist that bonds shall be given by per- 
sons who are merely disorderly, and who are not 
eharged specifically with disorderly conduct toward 
an individual. He claimed that there was a statu- 
tory difference between disorderly persons and per- 
sons charged with disorderly conduct tending toa 
breach of the peace, or from which the com- 
mission of crimes may be apprehended, and he said 
that, while the Police magistrates have the power 
to exact bonds from the latter, they have none to 
exact such security from the former. Mr. Oudin 
argued that the power disputed still remains in 
the Police Justices, and in support of his view read 
sections of the Penal Code and the Code of Crim- 
inal Procedure. Furthermore he said that the Re- 
vised Statutes vet uphold this jurisdictional power. 
Assistant Distriet Attorney Vincent argued that as 
the power had not been specifically taken away 
from the Police magistrates it yet remained with 
them, for it was the purpose of the Code legislation 
to reserve to thove magistrates the jurisdiction 
they had previously exercised unless its abolition 
was distinctly provided for in the Codes. Police 
Justice Kilbreth argued that section 99 of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure is not in harmony with the 
other sections, and that Judge Lawrence's re- 
cent opinion, based simply upon section 99, 
was not conclusive. That Code _ specitically 
provided that the provisions of special statutes 


respecting offenses not referred to in that 
instrument should remain in force, If this 
were not so, he said, no persons could be 


punished for intoxication, for the Codes did not 
specify that as a punishable offense. Judge Law- 
rence said that the Davis case, in which he rendered | 
his recent decision, had not been fully argued be- 
fore him, but that he had simply been referred to 
section 99 of the Penal Code as covering the mat- 
ter, and had thereupon based hisdecision. He was 
giad to have an opportunity to consider the ques- 
tion in allits bearings. He reserved his decision. |

With but six exceptions, the Presidents of 
the Republican district associations have 
been re-elected, and the minor office-bearers 
have been retained with equally scrupulous 
fidelity. The new names are not really new, 
for Mr. Bisse~u heads the Third District 
Association simply as the representative 
of the ex-President, Coartes N. TarntTor; 
if the Fourth District Association has any 
existence but on paper it has certainly not 
passed into new hands under the Presidency 
of Morris T. Lyxcu; without the consent 
of Coroner Brapy his place in the Four- 
teenth District Association would not be 
occupied by FREDERICK B. Staats, nor can 
JouHn McCuave be regarded as other 
than a friendly substitute for JoznL W. 
Mason in the Seventeenth District, or 
JoHN F. Wi~uiamMs mark a new departure 
in the management of the Twenty-second 
District Association. At least eight of the 
re-elected Presidents hold office under the 
City Government, two are Federal office- 
holders, one is a Harbor-master, and one has 
the emigrant express business. With but 
few exceptions, every man of them is 
simply a wheel in the party machine 
which is controlled from Washington and 
kept going by the impulse of patronage 
either enjoyed or expected. It is an insult 
to the intelligence and the conscience of the 
Republican Party to expect it to be bound 
by decisions arrived at by such means. 





THE DEMOCRATIC TRIAL. 


The Democrats in and out of Congress 
have been studied, since the election, with 
nearly as much interest as the Republicans. 
Every one expected that the latter would be 
on their good behavior, and, asarule, they 
have been. But no one quite knew what to 
expect of the Democrats. Their position is 
a novel and a somewhat trying one. They 
have gained a great victory, but for nearly 
a year they can exercise no controlling 
power in Congress, and yet, since they 
will, at the end of that time, have the con- 
trol, they are closely watched to see what 
they are likely to do with it. On the whole, 
they have borne themselves so far with quite 
as much discretion as could have been looked 
for; but it would be idle for them to deny 
that they are havinga good deal of difficulty. 
Some differences of a radical character are 
already showing evidences of their existence 
and force, as was to have been anticipated, 
The party could not hope to avoid them; 
the test of its capacity for government will 
be in its manner of dealing with them. 


Mr. PENDLETON, for instance, is support- 
ing in the Senate a sound, practical, and 
thorough measure of civil service reform. 
He is doing his work in a spirit for the 
most part commendable. It is true that his 
remarks yesterday were not all in the best 
taste. It was hardly worth while to base 
his argument for the necessity of reform on 
the influence of the condition of the service 
in overthrowing the Republican majority in 
Congress, The connection was so indirect 
and remote that Mr. PENDLETON’Ss speech 
seemed very much like a partisan attack, and 
wili probably be taken up for one. But 
the Senator from Ohio appears very much 
in earnest, and the gauge of his sincerity, 
which is beyond all cavil, is that he has 
never consented for a moment to abandon 
If he 
adheres to that throughout, and particularly 
if he succeeds in carrying it through sub- 
stantially as it is, he will have richly merited 
the thanks of every honest citizen. But he 
is not without bitter opposition, more or 
less open, in hisown party. The utterances 
of sucb men as VoornHess, of Indiana, and 
Brown, of Georgia, show the mood in which 
a large part of the Democrats take the sug- 
gestion of reform. The only reform they 
want is the kind with which Tr.pmn’s let- 
ter bristled in 1876, a substitution of the 
‘*ins’”’ for the ‘‘outs.’”’ VooraEes wants re- 
form by a ‘‘clean sweep.”? Brown wants 
reform after the Democrats have got the 
offices. In the House the same differences 
exist. They are radical and will prove the 
crucial test of the party’s fitness to keep the 
power it has gained and to gain more. If 
the body of the representatives of the party 
in Congress fail to come up to the standard 
which Mr. PENDLETON has set up, then the 
Democracy will get no further in the political 
race, and will lose the ground they have 
already covered, unless the Republicans 
should prove even more derelict. The 
problem for the leaders is a very serious and 
urgent one, the more so because they have 
no strong support for real reform in the 
sentiment of the party behind them. If, in 
spite of this, they can carry their vote in 
Congress for such a measure as is now be- 





fore the Senate, they will enter on the next 
session of Congress with a very great ad- 
vantage, If they cannot do that now, the 
task will be a great deal harder next Winter, 

A like difficulty, and even more serious, 
presents itself to the Democratic leaders in 
the treatment of the revenue. The country 


undoubtedly demands lower taxes, and will 
not be content without them. It will not 
tolerate a large reduction of the taxes on 
liquors and tobacco, with none whatever of 
the import duties on raw materials, machin- 


ery, and the necessaries of life. The Demo- 
crats can either help to satisfy the, popular 
requirements at this session, or they can 
reserve the question for their own solu- 
tion next year. If they do the former, 


fairly and candidly, they will get 
all due credit for it. Of that they 
may be sure. lf, under a mistaken 


notion of expediency, they seek to postpone 
the question, they will find that it will 
trouble them a great Geal more at the next 


session than at this. They will then have the 
whole responsibility, and they are not likely 
to be in any condition to meetit. They 
will divide at the very outset, in the choice 
of a Speaker, upon this matter, and the 


division will be so serious that whichever 
faction wins the party cannot be held to- 
gether for harmonious action on the tariff 
and internal revenue. The chances for 


rational action this session are really 
greater than they will be at the 
next. If the Democratic leaders 


will now support a fair reduction of all tax- 
ation, their road will be much smoother 
when they come to exercise power in their 


own name, The chances that they will do 


so are doubtful. The leaders are much di- 
vided, and so is the Democratic press, and 
there is a very strong tendency to insist upon 
wild and sweeping measures which the Re- 
publicans can never accept, and which will 
leave the Democrats in embarrassment if 
they are insisted upon. The present session 
of Congress offers an opportunity nearly as 
valuable to the minority as to the majority 
to shape the future of their party by the ex- 
ercise of moderation, good sense, and hones- 
ty, and, as we have said, the country is 
watching the former as keenly as it watches 
the latter. 








FREEDOM FOR SHIPPING. 


The joint special committee of Congress 
which has made an investigation of the ship- 
ping interests of the country and their needs 
is puzzling over the report to be made on 
the subject. There is apparently a good 
deal of disagreement among its members, but 
there is little occasion for a variety of re- 
ports. We may well be spared another 
repetition of the familiar story of the de- 
cadence of the American marine. Itisa sad 
and depressing tale, and there is no question 
as to the sorry condition into which this 


once great interest of the Nation has sunk. | 


It is hardly worth while to show again how 
great was our tonnage when wooden sailing 
ships were in their glory and we not only 
carried three-fourths of our own exports and 
imports, but did carrying for other nations 
and made ships to sell, or to depict the 
gradual decline since iron and steam have 
displaced wood and sails and the great civil 
war handicapped us at the start of the new 
race for supremacy. One thing is absolute- 
ly certain, we have allowed ourselves to be 


| distanced by even the third-rate nations of 


Europe. 


The causes of our decline do not call for 
extended consideration from this committee, 
though it is too much to expect that it will re- 
sist the temptation to enter into a discussion 
of this part of the subject.» The causes may 
be summed up in one word—‘‘ restrictions.’’ 
We have indeed suffered no very great de- 
cline in the business of building or using 
iron steam-ships, for Wwe Were never 
largely engaged in it. The displacement 
of wooden sailing vessels was _ inev- 
itable, and with it went our supremacy 
on the sea, because we did not keep pace 
with other nations in substituting the new 
order of shipping. This was due at first 
to a variety of circumstances, but we may 
as well dismiss as belonging to a past 
era the ‘causes which were connected 
with the war. The great question for us 
to consider is why we do not now 
begin to resume our place as one of the 
maritime nations of the world. While our 
population is constantly increasing, while 
the work of developing our vast natural 
resources goes on apace, while we construct 
railroads through mountains and wilder- 
nesses, deepen our rivers and confine their 
waters to practicable channels, while every- 
thing within our borders dependent on the 
application of capital, labor, and enterprise 
works toward a national prosperity unpre- 
cedented, why is it that our dominion 
‘‘ stops with the shore?’’ We have a coast 
line such as no other single nation on the 
face of the earth possesses. We face either 
side of the Old World across two oceans 
and we have harbors to accommodate the 
commerce of the globe. Is foreign trade 
less profitable and less tempting to capital 
than internal trade? To a country like ours, 
which produces food supplies and raw ma- 
terials in an abundance only limited by the 
markets which they can reach, and possesses 
mines of limitless extent, foreign commerce 
affords a field of activity of special attract- 
iveness. 


Do we fail to build ships and to sail ships 
because we lack facilities and advantages 
for these occupations, or because there is 
no profit in them for us? Under a natural 
condition of things, our facilities and advan- 
tages are of the best, and the profit for us 
would consequently be liberal and certain. 
The one thing we need is freedom. We 
boast of our liberty and the freedom of our 
institutions, and yet there is no civilized 
nation under the sun which so restricts 
and shackles the activity of its people. The 
policy which should be steadily insisted up- 
on for foreign trade as for domestic trade is 
freedom. Take off the burdens and restric- 
tions from shipping, release commerce from 
the fetters which bind it, permit materials 
to be bought in the cheapest market, let 
ships be obtained from the builder that can 
furnish the best at the lowest price, and 
let ship-building compete freely and on equal 
terms with all the world, and if our people 
do not take their part in the carrying trade 
and the ship-making business of the world 
they have not the energy, the skill, the in- 
genuity, and the enterprise with which they 
are credited. Natural conditions are not 
against them, but in their favor. The bane 








| covered with 
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of our shipping interests is restriction. The 
remedy for their low estate is freedom, The 
special committee should make no long- 
winded report on the history of the decline 
of the American marine or on causes and 
remedies, but devote itself to framing prac- 
tical measures having a single purpose, the 


removal of burdens and restrictions—in a 


word, the enfranchisement of American 
shipping. That secured, its revival and 
growth will be only a question of the time 
necessury for the application of capital and 


labor in that direction. 





THE ELUSIVE SPENCER. 
There are tidingsof Spencer. Of this 


amiable and estimable gentleman little is 
known beyond the fact that he was born in 
New-York, was admitted to the Bar in 
Iowa, became a Senator from Alabama, and 
that he was accustomed to relate a charming 


story illustrative of the intimacy of the re- 


lations existing between Senator Dorsry 
and Assistant Postmaster-General Brapy. 
This tale (whether true or false we know 
not) was to this effect as recited by 


ex-Senator Grorer E. Spencer: That he 


(SPENCER) was once a visitor in the room of 
Senator Dorsry when Brapy’s card was 
sent in; that Dorsey then said that Brapy 
was no better than a thief, or words to that 
effect, and that he (DoRsEy) would prove it 


to Spencer; and that Dorsgy put a large 


sum of money into an envelope which he 
subsequently, with certain mystic words and 
phrases, gave to Brapy, who peeped into 
the envelope and then took it away without 


moreado. This is the tale that the honora- 


ble ex-Senator from Alabama tells. There 
are witnesses to his telling of it. Neverthe- 
less, Mr. SpenceR denies that he ever saw 
Brapy and Dorsgy together, or that he 
knows of any questionable transactions be- 


tween the two. 


When the star route trial came on, last 
Summer, Mr. SPENCER was naturally de- 
sired as a witness for the Government. Mr. 
SPENCER was no longer Senator from Ala- 
bama. His term had expired, and circum- 
stances over which he had no control made 
it inexpedient for him to revisit Alabama. 
But he had been appointed a Government 
Director of the Union Pacific Railroad, an 
office without much honor, but bringing pay 


and mileage. When he was ‘“‘ wanted,” 
as the Police say, by the star 
route prosecution, he suddenly disap- 


peared. Presumably, Mr. SPENCER was 
so busily engaged inspecting the Union 
Pacific Railroad, its cottonwood ties, its 
tumble-down depots, and its shaky bridges, 
that he did not hear the call from Washing- 
ton, ‘‘SPENCER, you’re wanted!’ He 
went right on solitary and alone, inspecting 
and directing, until he reached the classic 
precincts of Deadwood, when he was 
lost to the sight of ordinary men. 
There were tales of a wild-eyed political 
tramp who ever and anon appeared at 
the scattered huts where whisky is sold 
along the line of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
and who, with tattered garments thickly 
the burs of jimpson-weed 
and with tangled locks filled with the dry 
blades of buffalo-grass in which he had 
made his lair, inquired for the latest news 
from ‘‘the States.”’ The contemptuous 


| railway sutler usually replied that the Gov- 


ernment was making it hot for the star 
routers, whereupon the ragged apparition, 
smiting his forehead with a groan, fled again 
into the wilderness and was heard of no 
more in those parts. 


There were rumors, also, that the ex-Sena- 
tor from Alabama had been seen in remote 
mining camps in Idaho. And once there 
was what is known as an “ authoritative re- 
port’’ that he had set out tocross Deadman’s 
Desert, an arid plain in the lower part of 
Nevada, tenunted only by the horned toad 
and the centipede, where men freeze to 
death in August, and where none but fugi- 
tives from justice and guilty conscience 
ever go. Vainly did Special Deputy United 
States Marshals and their posse comitatus 
hunt for Spencer. It was in vain that the 
newspapers demanded that SpxNcER be 
found and put upon the witness stand. 
The counsel for the Government asked 
for writs of habeas corpus, subpeenas, and 
other legal man-traps and drag-nets, and the 
press teemed with invitations for SPENCER 
to come forward and show himself. But all 
in vain. Nowhere beneath the sky, nor on 
the face of the solid earth, was there found a 
trace of Spencer. If the ground of Dead- 
wood had gaped wide and had swallowed 
him, in the classic language of the region, 
‘¢ with his boots.on,’’ his disappearance could 
not have been more complete. 


Finally, after SPENCER’s name had been 
vociferated vainly throughout the national 
domain for about six months, the President 
incidentally learned tiat SPENCER was an 
officer of the Government, and that he had 
been vainly sought as a Government witness 
in the star route cases. Furthermore, the 
Government Directors of the Union Pacific 
Railroad were about to depart on their semi- 
annual excursion and the party was incom- 
plete without Spencer. Then, the New- 
York election being over, and the triumph 
of human rights being once more assured, 
the President arose in his wrath and said: 
‘Let this man be bounced !’”’ And he was 
‘“‘bounced,’’ whatever that may mean. 


Obviously, if anything would recall Spen- 
cer from the Barcan desert, or from the 
continuous woods where rolls the Oregon 
and hears no sound save its own dashing, 
his removal from office would doit. THE 
Times took the liberty of saying as much 
when the dismissal of the elusive SPENCER 
was announced, Asif to fulfill prophecy, 
the ex-Senator from Alabama has sud- 
denly appeared in that much frequent- 
ed, widely known, and populous me- 
tropolis, Watertown, N. Y. He _ has 
been there, in open daylight, as if courting 
publicity, ‘‘to visit his brother, Dr. SpPEen- 
CER, who lives there.’’ It is added that his 
present home is in Nevada. His home is 
where his heart is, and that useful portion 
of animal economy he carries in bis carpet- 
bag. Moreover, the ex-Senator says that he 
was in Washington when the star route 
trial began, and that he begged of Mr. Briss, 
with tears in his eyes, the poor privilege of 
going on the stand and swearing to all he 
does not know about the star route busi- 
ness. A friendly telegram from Watertown 
says that there is curiosity in that region to 
see if the Government really intends to put 
Mr. SPencER on the witness stand. Pend-

ing a solution of the question, Mr. SpeNcER 
has gone to Canada. 


WIGGINS’S STORM. 
There was a time when the persons who 
professed to predict future events were 
treated with the utmost contempt by Scien- 


tific Persons. These were called impostors, 


and those who put trust in them were de- 
nounced as ignorant and foolish people. Of 
late there has been a great change in the 


attitude of Scientific Persons in regard to 


prophecy. They have themselves become 


prophets. At prerent they restrict them- 
selves to predicting the weather, but it is 
hardly to be expected that they will long 
confine themselves to a single field. In 


that field, however, they prophesy with the 


utmost coolness and confidence, and there 


is not a professional gypsy or astrologist 
living who is more bold and reckless than 


the last and most eminent of the Scientific 
Predicters of Weather. 


Mr. Vennor was the leading weather 


prophet a year ago, but¢his Winter we hear 
nothing of him. It must be confessed that 
as a prophet he wasa failure. The trouble 


with him was that he provided margins for 


his prophecies. For example, he was in 
the habit of predicting some storms ‘‘on or 
about’’ the third, fourth, or fifth day of a 
given month, and then if astorm really oc- 
curred within five or six days of that rather 


extensive period he would claim that his 


prophecy was correct. This dissatisfied the 


people. They felt that Mr. Vennor allowed 
himself too wide a margin for each proph- 
ecy. In fact, his weather prophecies were 


not much more definite than those of the 


old-fashioned almanacs, in which people 
were assured that it would be cold in the 


month of February and hot in July and 
August. 


The mistakes of Mr. VENNoR have been 
entirely avoided by a new Canadian 
prophet—Prof. Wiaerns. There is no un- 
certainty in the latter person’s predictions, 
and they are weakened by no margins. 
Moreover, he understands that the predic- 
tions of ordinary weather will no longer at- 
tract attention, and he has, therefore, pre- 
dicted a storm such as never yet has visited 
this continent. It is to reach the Atlantic 
States on the 11th of March next, and will de- 
stroy nearly everything except the hotels in 
the inland mountain districts and in Upper 
Canada, 

Prof. Wracrtns knows all about this great 
storm. He tells us thatit is to come from 
the Pacific; that it will cross the narrow 
part of the continent south of the Rio 
Grande, and that it will follow the Gulf 
Stream until it reaches Long Island, where 
its worst fury will expend itself. He urges 
the Government to permit no ships to leave 
the harbor during the period immediately 
preceding the arrival of the storm, and 
although he does not expressly advise the 
residents of the Atlantic slope to take board 
prior to the 11th of March either in Mon- 
treal or in certain mountain hotels in New- 
York and New-England, he clearly intimates 
that such a course will be their only salva- 
tion. 

This is certainly a straightforward 
prophecy, to which no exception can be 
taken on the score of vagueness. It 15, 
however, only a part of what Prof. Wia- 
GINs could predict if it were made an object 
to him. He knows all the details of the 
great storm. It is to strike the Pa- 
cific coast at the western extremity 
of the Isthmus of Nicaragua, and will 
by the old Nicaragua route, 
tearing up the earth on its way so as to ren- 
der the work of constructing the Nicaragua 
Canal mere child’s play. Prof. Wuieerns 
had originally intended to bring his storm 
across the Isthmus of Panama, but as M. 
pre Lessreps failed to make liberal arrange- 
ments with him he finally came to an agree- 
ment with the promoters of the Nicaragua 
scheme. Onreaching the Gulf the storm 
will, as has been said, follow the Gulf Stream. 
If, however, proper inducements are ex- 
tended to the Professor he will arrange to 
bring the storm directly across the upper 
part of Florida, so as to facilitate the mak- 
ing of a ship canal across that penin- 
sula. At 8:35 A. M. on March 11 the 
storm will strike Long Island and in an 
instant destroy all the mosquitoes and nearly 
all the Summer boarding-houses in the three 
counties. An enormous tidal-wave will 
sweep over the whole island, with the soli- 
tary exception of the EstaTE, the property of 
which being situated on the lofty table-land 
of Hempstead Plains, at a height of 150 feet 
above the sea, will be safe from a tidal-wave, 
which, in accordance with Prof. Wieerns’s 
arrangements, will be only 145 feet high. 
The number of people who will perish in 
this great flood can hardly be estimated, but 
it will not fall short of 8,400, and the de- 
struction of property will be almost incalcu- 
lable. 

From Long Island the storm will proceed 
to New-England by the old route from Green- 
port to Newport, and will ravage Rhode 
Island, Eastern Massachusetts, New-Hamp- 
shire, Maine, and Nova Scotia. Prof. W1a- 
GINS is as yet undecided as to whether he 
will send it to the north pole, where if can 
dono harm, or whether he wiil lanch it 
against Great Britain, but the probabilities 
are that, being a British subject, he will spare 
the British Islands. 





These mere matters of detail the Profes- 
sor has hitherto confided only to his most 
intimate friends. It is time, however, that 
they should now be made public. Long 
Islanders who cannot place themselves under 
the protection of the Estatr, and New-Eng- 
landers generally, will do well to write to 
Prof. Wiaerns at once, asking him to give 
them the addresses of country boarding- 
houses and Montreal hotels where they 
can seek refuge during the storm. They 
cannot feel too grateful to him for the warn- 
ing which he has given them, and the pub- 
lic generally cannot express too forcibly their 
admiration of the Professor’s vast and hith- 
erto entirely unequaled expanse of cheek. 





Those patriots who were brought to the 
front by the draft of 1863, and who then fell back 
to the rear after having purchased substitutes, are 
once more marshaied into prominence in this State. 
No blood-letting is involved in their present pur- 
pose, no personal danger is likely to be incurred, 
and the members of the Drafted Men’s Association 
can afford to be aggressive and courageous as 
well, for armed men do not guard the several towa 
Treasuries throughout the State on which they con- 
template making an organized raid this Winter. 
Briefly stated, the object of their organization is to 
compel their various towns to reimburse them for 
the expense which they incurred in buying substi- 





tutes in that memorable year of the rebellion. Not 
only the principal but the interest as well for 
twenty years is demanded. Substitutes in those 
days cost about $300 apiece, As a number of 
thousand of drafted men promptly availed them- 
selves of the opportunity to escape the dead- 
ly c-ullet, some millions of dollars changed 
hands. How to get all this money back 
into the pockets of the original owners 
is a problem which has been puzzling the drafted 
men’s minds for a number of years. Republican 
Legislatures have shown no disposition to recog- 
nize them by giving the needed legislation, and 
an appeal will be made to the Democratie Legisla- 
ture which meets in Albany on the 2d day of Jan- 
uary next. The members of the association beld 
a@ meeting at Lockport early in the Summer, and 
agreed to use their political influenee in the 
Fall elections to secure members of Assembly 
who would favor any measure which they 
might introduce into the next House. How 


far they have succeeded in extorting 
pledges from members remains to be seen. 
Last year they made a miss of it both in the elec- 
tions and inthe Legislature itself. As a last re- 
sort threatening circulars were sentto some of the 
members. ‘*We propose to use the ballot here- 
after.” read one of the circulars, “and not vote 
for any candidate who is opposed to our bill. The 
drafted men are organizing throughout the State, 
and are anxiously waiting for action on their bill. 
We hope and trust you will do the square thing by 
us.”” A reverendigentieman named Hutt has been 
hanging around Albany half adozen years with this 
bill in his pocket. Another reverend gentleman, 
Mr. Keyes, the member from Yonkers, undertook 
to assist him last Winter. He was detected by Mr. 
RoosEveE tt, of this City, in the aet of sneaking the 


obnoxious bill into the “grinding committee.’’ 
Several efforts to move it met with the same dis- 


mal failure, and, with some hundreds of other meas- 
ures which never got threugh the House, it was con- 
signed to the eare of the Capitol junk-dealer, But 
Mr. Huuustilllives. Mr. Keres has been re-elected, 
and the drafted men are anxiously awaiting de- 
velopments. Mr. Kryrezs’s persistent advocacy of 
the bill last Winter led to a row between the mem- 
bers of the Internal Affairs Committee, to which 
{t had been referred. The Chairman and three 
others refused to report it favorably or to have 
anything to do with it. 
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Army circles are just now greatly exercised 
over what is called the enforced retirement of Col. 
Laiwizy, of the Ordnance Department. For once, 


at least, it must be generally admitted that they 
are justified in the feeling which they express, and 
that the friends of Col Larntry have apparently 
inuch cause to be indignant at the treatment which 
he has received from the War Department. He 
was one ef the oldest as he was certainly one of the 
ablest officers in the service. Forty years ago he 
graduated from West Point sixth in a class of 56, of 
which the distinguished Evstis was the head. 
During the Mexisan war he was so conspicuous 
for his bravery as to receive brevet rank, first as 
Ca,tain and svbsequently as Major. Since that 
time he has been intimately ideniitied with the 
ordnance of the Government, and has become 
known to military men in this country and Europe. 
as the inventor of many important appliances for 
the manufacture and improvement of guns. He 
originated the breech-loading rifle which bears his 
name. He was the first officer of our Government 
to urge as a necessity the substitution of rifled 
fieid guns for the old smooth-bores, which change, 
after long and ridiculous delays, is now about to 
be made. He was the originator of the new system 
of magazines and laboratories adopted by the 
Government, and as early as 1868 he urged the use 
by our Army of rifled mortars before they were 
adopted by any other country. Now they form 
part of the ordnance of every other great power ex- 
cepting only the United States. Some twelve years 
azo, as areward for his great service to the Goy- 
ernment, he was assigned to the command of the 
arsenal at Watertown, Mass., and in that position, 
in addition to several other minor improvements, 
he invented a gun lift and sling cart, for which he 
received ‘‘ the thanks of the department,” a sling 
wagon and truck for transporting heavy guns 
about forts, a cavalry forge, a target and aiming 
stand for rifle practice, and a practice rifle. Ali of 
these have been highly commended by Army offi- 
cers at home and abroad. But the most important 
of Col. LarwLey’s inventions, and that which has 
indirectly resulted in his retirement, 1s his testing 
machine. As is well known, our coasts are now, 
as they have been, practically defenseless. For a 
long time past our Government, through its Ord- 
nance Department, bas been tryimg to determine 
upon the best cannon for such defense. Gen. 
Benet, the chief of that department, thought that 
he had discovered “just the gun,” when Col 
LAIDLeY with his testing machine stepped in and 
demonstrated that the proposed gun was of no 
possible use. Since then, to use the expression of 
the Army and Navy Journal, the relations of the 
two officers have been slightly “strained.” The 
result was the removal of Col. Lamiey from his 
command at Watertown and the substitution in 
his place of an officer twenty years his junior. 
Not being able to submit to this indignity, the 
Colonel took advantage of the forty-years’ service 
clause and was retired. Sothe service loses one 
of its very best officers.

The question has often been asked; ‘‘ Why 
cannot the Department of Pubiic Works make Nas- 
sau-street passable for pedestrians?’ There is not 
another street in the City like unto it either in the 
bumber, variety, uniqueness, or immensity of its 
sidewalk obstructions. Originally a cow-path, then 
a“ back cut’? from Wall-street to the Bowery in 
the days when that highway wasthe old post road, 
Nassau-street was not for many years formally 
recognized as a public thoroughfare. When it had 
reached that period of distinetion its general direc- 
tion was discovered to be northerly over a course 
that is described by the word zigzaggy. It was 
then, and is to this aay, a sort of monstrosity, com- 
pared with modern thoroughfares, buiging in 
width here and narrowing theré, and so inharmo- 
nious in its whole as to warrant the doubt if atany 
two points from its beginnivg to its end is exactly 
the same width to be obtained by the most care- 
ful measurement. Thirty years ago the subject of 














widening and straightening this relic of the pas 

was agitated. It might have been done then at g 

moderate cost. It might be done now as for that 

matter, although, of course, at an increased cost, 

The land to be condemned for the purpose would 

naturally be that on the east side, because it is not 

so valuable as property nearer Broadway, and 

again because the buildings now on that side arq 

much inferior in every way to their neighborg 
across the street. If broadening and straightening 
are never to be resorted to in order to make Nas 
sau-street an outlet for down-town traffic, some. 
thing at least might be done by the Publie 
Works Department to relieve those unfortu- 
nates who are daily compelled to push and 
jam and often trench upon the wagon road 
at the peril of their lives, in order to make progress 
along the narrow sidewalks. Show-cases, ma- 
chinery, pea-nut stands, projecting windows, 
break-neek areas, stoops, storm doors, fire-plugs, 
and iron railings are some of the multitude of ob- 
structions to be encountered between Wall and 
Beekman streets. There is a belief that the pres- 
enee of all these things is attributable either to the 
apathy or to the willful neglect of the Publie 
Works Department to enforce the Corporation or- 
dinances. One of these much-neglested ordinances 
requires that streets of a width of 40 feet, which ig 
about the width of Nassau-street, shall have side. 
walks of 10 feet in width. Another declares thaf 
the Commissioner of Public Works, who in this in« 
stance is none other than Mr. Husert O. Taomr« 
sox, is authorized, whenever he may deem it 
proper, ‘to order anv area, bay window or other 
window, porch, cellar door, platform, stoop or 
step, or any other thing which may incumber o# 
obstruct any street to be altered or removed there- 
from” within such time as the Commissioner may 
fix upon. The penalty fora violation of his ordez 
is $10 fine and $5 a day for every day that the or- 
der is disregarded.

THE EXTRA NIGHT AT THE ACADEMY 

“‘Carmen”’ was sung and acted last night 
at the Academy of Music by the artists of Col. 
Mapleson’s company, the cast of characters being 


the same as on the occasion of the opera's repre- 
sentation on Saturday last, and including Signor 
Ravelli as Don José, Signor Galassi as Eseamillo, 
Miss Emma Juch as Micaela, and Miss Minnie 
Hauk as Carmen. The performance was an extra 
one, and attracted a numerous audience, which 
was very liberal with its applause. Misg 
Minnie Hauk was in excellent voice, and presented 
Carmen after the fashion which bas now becoma 
familiar to opera-goers from frequent repetition, 
It is without doubt a coneeption full of genius in 
its way and acted with amazing consistency and 
force. The artist’s attention to detail is, perhaps, 
somewhat more marked than of yore, but ther 
can no reasonable fault be found with any of 


the fresh ideas which Miss Hauk seeks ta 
elaborate. Her work in “Carmen” is 
not the highest torm of art by any 
means, but it is wonderful of its kind 


for all that. Signor Ravelli’s Den José was gener. 
ally well sung, and acted with more than his usual 
vigor, though this can hardly be said to be high 
praise. Signor Ravelli’s leading motive seems ta 
be a purpose to avoid the charge of imitating the 
great artist who originally ereated the character. 
and his success in this line certainly leaves nothing 
te be desired. It would bea grateful duty to be 
able to add that the tenor furnished a lucid con 


ception of his own. However, Ravelli’s 
singing was heartily applauded more 
than once, and gave evident pleasure 


to bis friends. Signor Galassi is not the ideal Tor- 
eador, and it is unfortunate on more than one ac< 
count that he should be cast for a character in 
which he is not calculated to shine.

\THE DEATH YESTERDAY OF ROB- 
ERT L. STUART. 

@HE CAREER OF A PROSPEROUS MANUFAC- 
TURER, A FREE GIVER TO CHARITABLE 
OBJECTS, AND A PATRON OF THE ARTS. 

_ Robert L. Stuart, the last member of the 
firm of R. L. & A. Stuart, the extensive sugar re- 
on who did so large a business in this City 10 
gears ago, died in his residence, No. 154 Fifth 
‘avenue, yesterday afternoon, of septicemia. after 
® severe iliness which kad confined him to his 
room for three weeks. Mr. Stuart leaves a 
Wwidew and an estate valued at between $5,000,000 
pnd $6,000,000. The arrangements for the funeral 
have not yet been made, but the services will be 
held in the Fifth-Avenue Presbyterian Church, of 
\wbich Mr. Stuart was a leading member, and the 
Rev. Dr. John Halli will conduct the services. 

Mr. Stuart was ason of Kinloch Stuart, of Edin- 
burgh, Scotland, who came to this City in 1805, leav- 
tng his native land in consequence of business 
troubles brought upon him by indorsing the paper 
of ots brother-in-law. Upon reaching here he 
bad a small capital of $100 In money, and 
this he invested by opening a candy store in Bar- 
play-strect. Kinloch Stuart lived in the same 
house in which he sold his candy, and it was in this 
house that Robert L. Stuart was born in July, 1806. 
When the father died, in 1826, he left an es- 
tate valued at $100,000, one-half to his widow 
Bnd the other half to his two boys, 
Robert L. and Alexander. Robert assumed the 


anagement of the estate and conducted 
t until Jan. 7. 1828, when he _ formed 
3 partnership with his brother Alexander. 
‘© the business of the manufacture of candy — 
of refining sugar had been added by the elder 
tuart, and his sons continued both branches of the 
usiness, gradually enlarging each until the firm 
became the largest in its line of trade in the 
City. In 1831 the firm abandoned the old store in 
Barclay-street as a dwelling, and built two houses 
in Chambers-street, Nos. 167 and 169, which were 
considered at that time the finest residences inthe 


City. The success of the elder Stuart had 
been principally achieved by making and 
elling only the purest article of candy, 


ut in 1835 the refinery business, which had origin- 
ply been begun as an adiunct to the candy trade, 
ad grown to so large proportions that the candy 
coenge Hawes was abandoned. The firm built a 
arge five-story refinery at the corner of Green- 
wich and Chambers streets, and here the work 
wes done until 1849, when an additional factory, 
nine stories high, was erected at Greenwich and 
Reade streets. In 1862 the business part of the 
City having invaded Chambers-street, Robert L. 
Stuart built the brown-stone house at Fifth-avenue 
and Twentieth-street in which he died, and moved 
from No. 169 Chambers-street to this new resi- 
fience. His brother Alexander refused to leave his 
old bachelor quarters, and resided in Chambers- 
street until his death. about three years ago. The 
Stuarts continued the business until the latter part 
of 1872, when they retired from active business. 
Mr. Stuart gave away large sums of money to 
benevolent objects, and in the most unostentatious 
manner. He was one Of the most generous 
donors of Princeton College, and with his 
brother Alexander built Stuart Hall, connected 
with the theological departmsnt of that institution. 
His contributions to the Presbyterian Hospital 
were large. After the death of James Lenox Mr. 
Stuart succeeded him as Presideet of the hospital, 
and, next to him, wasthe most liberal benefactor 
it has had. He wasa memberof the Rev. Dr. 
John Hall's church, toward the construction and 
maintenance of which he contributed $60,000. Mr. 
Stuart succeeded John D. Wolfe as President of 
the American Museumfof Natural History, and 
two years ago was himself succeeded by Morris K. 
Jesup. He made many valuable contributions 
to the Museum, among which was a costly coilec- 
tion of books on archeology. Mr. Stuart’s gallery 
of paintings was collected with great pains and 
lavish outiay and was one of the finest in the City. 
A number of the paintings were purchased in 
jurope last year. Inthe collection were several 
Géromes, a very fine Schreyer, and paintings 
ty Bouguereau, Merie, Alvarez, Madrazo, Breton, 
Verboeckhoyen, and others—over a hundred pic- 
tures in all. He had also a fine collection of 
bronzes, statuary, and engravings. His lUbrary, 
which numbered about 25,000 volumes, was one of 
tke most valuable in the City. It was miscellaneous 
in character, and was especially rich in illumi- 
nated books. When, a year ago, Mr. 
Stuart applied to the Park Commissioners 
for permission to put a bay window on the 
Park side of the new house he was erecting, 
Park Commissioner Wales, commenting on Mr. 
Btuart’s magnificent library and art gallery, 
taid he fancied that some day Mr. Stuart 
would put them at the service of the public, 
The new residence which Mr. Stuart was building 
t Sixty-eighth-street and Fifth-avenue was to cost 
350,000, and the owner expected to occupy it 
sext Spring. It is very nearly completed, and will 
prove one of the most notable ornaments of 
the avenue. It has a frontage on Fifth- 
avenue of 655 feet, and on Sixty-eighth-street 
of 136 feet, and the general style of the architeo- 
ture is the Renaissance. The flagstone in front 
pf the main entrance is the largest ever quarried 
and laid in one piece, being 26 feet 6 inches long, 
15 feet 6 inches wide,and 9 inches thick, and weigh- 
log 30 tons.

BANK ROBBERY IN KANSAS—AN ALLEGED 
MURDERER DISCHARGED. 
Topeka, Kan., Dec. 12.—The Following ac- 
count of the bank robbery at Kinsley, Kan., is ob- 
tained from M. J.C. Ellis, who has just come from 
Kinsley. The matter has been kept extremely 
quiet and has not yet appeared in print, although 
the robbery occurred 48 hours ago. On Saturday 
evening L. J. Boice, the Cashier of the bank, locked 
the safe and vault and went to his supper. G. W. 
Crawford, the County Treasurer, who has an office 
in the rear of the room occupied by the bank, left 
the building with the Cashierand returned with nim 
about one hour later. It was then discovered that 
some one in the meantime had been in the room, 


as a number of coins were notieed scattered about 
the floor. The Cashier unioeked the vault and safe 
and discovered that $12,000 had been stolen. The 
burglars had evidently entered the building from 
the rear and passed through the County Treas- 
urer’s office into the bank-room, a panel of 
the door between the rooms having been 
broken. Treasurer Crawford was acquainted 
with the combination lock of the vault and 
Was accustomed to keeping his books there, 
mut no one else knew the combination, except 
Cashier Boice. There were no indications that 
owder had been used, hence the door must have 
»een unlocked, The entire affair has a mysterious 
appearance. A later report says the robbety has 
been traced to County Treasurer Crawford by 
means of a bunch of keys and a glove which were 
drcepped at the door of the vault, and that Craw- 
ford has acknowledged his guilt and agreed to sur- 
render the stolen money, which he had hidden 
somewhere outside of Kinsley. This story is sup- 
piemented by many others, but it is generally be- 
lieved that Crawford is in some way implicated in 
the robbery. He is kept under guard at his resi- 
dence in Kinsley. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 12.—The trial of An- 
thony Barnard, colored, on the charge of murder- 
ing Mrs. Catherine Diamond, an old woman, at 
Snow Hill, Camden County, N. J,, J2 years ago, was 
resumed this morning in the Camdencourts. After 
hearing a portion of the testimony, Prosecutor R. 
8S. Jenkins addressed the court, saying that he 
would not proceed with the case, as the adage on 
witnesses he had relied on did not tellthe same 
story on the stand that they told him in consulta- 
tion, He therefore moved that the defendant be 
discharged from custody on the charge of murder. 
Judge Parker acquiesced in this, and Barnard was 
accordingly released. 


Syracuse, Dec. 12.—The examination of 
‘Charles E. Poucher, Jr., of New-York, for passing 
bogus drafts was commenced in the Police Court 
here this afternoon, and will be continued to-mor- 
row. Poucher said that his father would be here 
to-morrow to settle all claims against him. Sev- 
eral dispatckes bave been received from other 
cities notifying the authorities to hold Poucher if 
he is discharged here. 


Boston, Dec. 12.—Twenty-five tramps were 
to-day taken to the Somerville Police station, and 
22 of them were sentenced to the Bridgewater 
work-house for six months. Two were discharged, 
and five appealed from the sentence. 


GEORGETOWN, Ky., Dec. 12.—Lee Wilson, 
grade foreman on the Cincinnati Southern Road, 
was found dead on Sunday night in a house of ill- 
fame occupied by Sarah Taylor. The woman gave 
an unsatisfactory account of the affair. saying that 
he shot himself whilé she was not looking. A pair 
of half-worn, blood-stained boots found under a 
bed and Wilson’s boots being gone indicates a 
murder. Wilson’shome wasin Virginia. 


OmanHa, Dec. 12.—Matthew Simmermen, 
the murderer of Sheriff Woods and two others, 
reached Kearney last night with the two officers 
who captured him in Kansas recently. Fifty men 
have sworntolynch him on Thursday when he 
goes to Minden for trial. 


CuicaGco, Dec. 12.—D. J. Hull is on trial at 
Omaha for presenting false claims or vouchers to 
the Government while custodian of a Government 
building during its construction. The amount in- 
volved is $5,000 or $6,000.

THE MACHINE MEN IN CONTROL—ONLY 
THREE CONTESTS OF ANY NOTE—FRAUD- 
ULENT YOTING IN THE TWENTY-THIRD 


DISTRICT. 


Republican primary elections were held last 


evening in all the Assembly districts in the City. 
There were only a few contests. and the ma- 
chine men, of course, were triumphant. In 
the Sixth District there was an exciting con- 


test. The regular ticket was headed by Har- 
ber Master John Simpson and the oppost- 


tion by Francis Snyder. The saloon at 
No. 80 Clinton-street, where the election was held. 
was packed with a surging crowd from the open- 
ing of the polls until the finish of the count. Half 
a dozen policemen were required to keep the 


voters in line and preserve order. Messrs. Simpson 


and Snyder stood at the opposite sides of the door- 


way leading to the back room where the In- 
spectors of Election sat, and exchanged compli- 
ments from time to time. The Snyder faction 
eharged the Simpson faction with repeating 
and other frauduient practices, and the latter 
repelled the charges by pooh-poohing their oppo- 
nents. The Simpson ticket was elected by an 
overwhelming majority. Out of 287 votes cast it 
received 216. Inthe Ninth District there were two 
tickets in the field. The regular one was headed 
by John W. Jacobus, who has been for several 
Fears the President of the association. The op- 
position ticket had for its head FE. J. Tins- 
Gale, and received a small suppert, most- 
ly from the young men of the district, 
who alleced that Jagobus had made man 
promises to them in the pust, but had never ful- 
filled them. Their object, it was stated, was to 
get rid of the old fossils who had run the district 
for years and te give the young men a chance. 
The regular ticket was elected by a large majority, 
with the exeeption of Mr. Tinsdale, who was one 
of the regular nominees asa delegate to the Cen- 
tral Committee. On account of his action in the 
opposition movement he was scratched in faver of 
E. M. Morgan, who was elected. | 

There was an exciting contest in the Fourteenth 
Distriet. Coroner Brady, who has been the Presi- 
dent of the association in this district for the past 
12 years, did not run for the office this year, but 
evas on the list of candidates for the Executive 
Committee. This ticket was headed by Frederick 
B. Staats, and was called the peonle’s ticket. He 
was opposed by what was known as the office- 
holders’ ticket, headed by Robert B. Boyd. Early 
in the evening a long file of men that reached from 
the rear of the building No. 139 First-avenue to 
the street was pushing each other along, all eager 
to vote. A large number of the men who stood 
in line were not voters. They came there appar- 
ently to take up time, and thus prevent bona fide 
voters from getting to the polls before 10 o'clock, 
Many of 
the non-voters tried to vote in the mames of regu- 
lar members, but the fraud was detected, and they 
were ordered to go out, which they did with smiles 
on their faces at what they seemed to regard as a 
good joke. These men were said to have been im- 
ported from the Eighteenth Ward in the interest of 
the office-holders’ ticket. Two hundred and nine 
a cast, of which 143 were for the citizens’ 

icsaet. 

‘In the Fifteenth District the anti-machine party 
ran a ticket headed by the name of M. L. Hollister 
for President. The delegates named on the ticket 
will claim recognition from the Central Committee. 
In the Twentieth District an oppositien ticket 
to the one headed by Justice Solon B. Smith was 
putin the field. It bore the names of a consider- 
able number of Germans, and was by no means a 
strong one. It rather represented some of the dis- 
uffected workers of the old machine. It was de- 
Yeated by the machine ticket by about 7 to 1. 

The primary ia the Twenty-third District was 
held at Montefiore Hall, Third-avenue and East 
One Hundred and Thirtieth-street. The polls were 
—— at 7 o’clock, and shortly before that houra 

atoon of Police, headed by Capt. Davis, of the 
lwelfth Precinct, marcked into the ball. There 
Were two tickets in the field, the one known as 
boss Raymond’s ticket. headed by Donald McLean, 
and the other known as_ the Leroy B. 
Crane ticket, headed by James A. Colvin. 
The inspectors of election were Hiram 
Becannoa, Charles Delacey, and John WH. Brady. 
As the election proceeded it was plain that a great 
deal of fraud was being practiced. There were a 
mumber of challenges of which the inspectors re- 
fused to take any notice. One individual was seen 
by Tue Tiwes’s reporter to vote four times under 
the name of McMahon. using different Christian 
names each time. He was twice challenged with- 
out any attention being paid to the protest, and 
éach time his vote was received. Another person 
voted twice within 15 minutes, the first time wear- 
ing a tall hat and the second time a cap. Whenever 
a protest was entered by the Crane men, it was 
greeted with aroarof laughter. The polls were 
closed at 10 o’clock, and it took 1 hour and 15 min- 
utes to count the vote. At the end of that hour 
Mr. Becannon announced that the total vote cast 
was 425, and that the ticket headed by Donald 
McLean had triumphed. It had about 40 majority. 

Mr. Spooner alleged that over 100 fraudulent vetes 
had been cast by Democrats and persons not living 
iu the district, and that these votes had been cast 
inthe interest of the * Raymond ticket.’’ He 
served written notice of protest and appeal, and as 
he did so there were loud cheers intermingled 
with hisses. The inspectors paid not tho slightest 
attention to the notice. 

In the Twenty-fourth Ward the ticket elected 
was decided uponin an onen caucus, all the out- 
going officers having declined to serve again, as 
they said public sentiment demanded a change.

THE BAR ASSOCIATION TO EXAMINE THE 


NEW CODE AND THE CHANGES MADRE, 


Fer the first time in several yvears Mr. 
William M. Evarts was present at a meeting of the 
Bar Association last night. His purpose in appear- 
ing at the meeting was to call the attention of the 
association to the death of its former Vice-Presi- 
dent and his old friend, the late Mr. Edgar 8. Van 
Winkle. Mr. Evarts paid an earnest tribute to the 
qualities of Mr. Van Winkle as a man and alawyer, 
and, his remarks having been echoed by Mr. Allen 
P. Man, the association instructed its Executive 
Committee to prepare a memorial of the deceased 


gentleman. Mr. J. Bleecker Miller, who has for 
several years been foremost in opposition to the 
Field Codes, presented the following preamble and 
esolution respecting the Penal Code: 
& Whereas, The Penal Code was enacted by the Legis- 
lature relying upon the representations made by its 
supporters that it was only a re-enactment of the law 
as it then stood; and 

Whereas, Aninvestigation of the said Code shows 
that, with hardly an exception, a change has been 
thereby made either in the definition or penalty of 
every crime: and 

Whereas, By these changes there has been a great 
and indefinite extension of the powers of the criminal 
courts, whereby every man’s liberty is jeopardized— 
injury to property, for example, although done 
without malice, being deciared punishabie by im- 
prisonment not exceeding four years, or treble dam- 
ages, or both; and 

Whereas, Many new acts have been declared to be 
crimes—breach of contract by an employe being, un- 
der certain circumstances, according to section 67%, 
punishable as a misdemeanor; and ) 

Whereas, Many antiquated and forgotten statutes 
have been revised with increased penalties—breach of 
the Sunday laws being. for example, punishable ac- 
cording to section 269, by five days’ imprisonment, or 
a fine of $10, or both fine and imprisonment in place 
of a fine of $1 as provided by the Revised Statutes; and 

Whereas, The right to trial by jury has been cur- 
tailed—for example, in'the case of manslaughter, by 
section 262; and 

Whereas. Many acts prohibited, and many penalties 
imposed, by the former statutes have b:en omitted by 
the Penal Code; and 

Whereas, There has been no specific repeal of those 
former statutes, although the Commissioners them- 
selves declarea that “that leaves the whole eivect 
and operation of the Code open to judicial construc- 
tion,” so that we are now living under two systems of 
criminal law, 

Resolved, That a committee of seven be appointed 
by the Chair, with power to such committee to add to 
their number, to examine the said Penal Code and the 
changes produced thereby in our criminal Jaw, and 
report to an adjourned meeting of this association to 
be held on the second Tuesday of January. 

The resolution was adopted by 51 votesto 12, and 
President Bangs a the following named 
gentlemen as members of the committee: J. 
Bleecker Miller, Jobn McKeon, Frederick R. Cou- 
dert, Edward S. Rapallo, Lucien Oudin, Henry B. 
B. Stapler, and Sutherland D. Smith. A committee 
to nominate officers of the association for 1883, one 
to audit the accounts of the retiring financial 
officers, and Inspeetors and Canvassersto act at the 
annual election next month haying been chosen, 
the association adjourned.

Schroepel 
cashed a bogus draft for $25 for Ludwig. A man 
named Bauman allowed him to run in his debt for 
board and leaned him money besides.

BARTHOLDI’S STATUE OF LIBERTY. 


WORK OF THE COMMITTEES APPOINTED TO 
SOLICIT SUBSCRIPTIONS. 


The committes having in charge the arrange- 
ments tor the construction of a pedestal to sup- 
port Bartholdi’s statue of Liberty met at the 
Union League Club last evening. The attendance 
was very large. The Hon. William M. Evarts, 
Chairman of the committee, presided. Reports of 


three or four of the sub-committees on subscrip- 


tions were read showing encouraging progress in 
the raising of money. The Treasurer, Mr. Henry 
F. Spaulding, reported that so far as heard from 
$36,500 had been subscribed, but it was thought 
that when the result of the work of other commit- 
tees had been ascertained this amount wou!d be 
swelled to over $40,100. One sub-committee alone 
—that representing the dry goods trade—reported 
having secured avout $15,000 in subscriptions, of 
which over $7,000 had been received in cash. The 
prospects were discussed by the members of 
the general committee, and some of the 
gentlemen expressed the sanguine belief 
that $25,000 per week could be raised 
until the desired $250,000 was subscribed. 
Some new sub-committees on subscriptions were 
appointed; one from the grocery trade, with 
James E, Nichols as Chairman; a hardware com- 
mittee, with Hermann Funke, Chairman; an 
artists’ committce, with Worthington Whitridge, 
Chairman; a theatrical committee, with A. M. 
Palmer, Chairman, and a publishing house com- 
mittee, with William H. Appleton, Chairman. The 
Chairmen were authorized to fill out their respec- 
tive committees. It was also decided to form a 
committee on ferries for the purpose of putting in 
operation some pian of eollecting small contribu- 
tions from the thousands of people who daily cross 
the ferries. The comm ttee will meet again in the 
same place next Tuesday evening.

ST. THOMAS’S HOUSE. 
The St. Thomas’s House, on East Sixtieth- 


street, between Second and Third avenues, which 
is intended for the poor of the district in which it 
is situated, will be opened with a short dedicatory 


ceremony at 2:30 o’clock te-morrow afternoon. 
The building is constructed of brick and Belleville 
sandstone. It has a frontage of 45 feet anda 
depth of over 70 feet, and with the exception 
of the roof and floors contains but very 
little wood. The windows are large, and the 
clear glass in lead sash is set directly in 
the solid tracery. From the front wall projects a 
massive buttress, supporting a pedestal for astatue 
of St. Thomas, whieh will be surmounted by a can- 
opy of stone. The entrance is through a broad 
arched doorway opening into a spacious vestibule, 
upon one wall of which is a slab bearing the in- 
scription: “ St. Thomas’s House, to the Honor and 
Glory of God, and in memory of Henry Keep 
Flower, born 1865, died 1881, erected by his parents, 
Roswald R. and Sarah M. Flower.” On the ground 
floor of the building is alofty hall, capable of ac- 
commodating 250 persons, and im other partsof the 
house are a library and school-room and many 
other small apartments for various purposes. The 
St. Thomas’s House Is to be maintained by the par- 
ish of St. Thomas’s Protestant Episcopal Church.
